The real surprise came 
when Mrs. Marsland alleged 
that this mixture was being 
dumped into the river by the 
water plant. She described it 
as being overflow from the 
town water plant which crosses 
her property and empties back 
into the river at a point below 
the water intake. Mrs. Mars- 
land said the odour from the 
sludge “would knock you 
over” in mid-August when the 
weather was warmest.

AGE AND OUTBOARDS 

While the various safety agencies are giving consid- 
eration to booting the older driver off the highways, they 
have been neglecting the problem of the two-young oper- 
ator of power boats on the waterways. The latter is giv- 
ing people in resort areas far more concern. 

The highways department says that a person 1s not 
mature enough to operate a motor vehicle until they are 
16 vears of age but a child of 10, 12 or even younger is 
frequently permitted to take a fast outboard craft skim: 
ming over the water without any questions asked. This 
has caused many people to marvel at the inconsistency of 
laws governing such things. Those close to the situation 
are inclined to query the wisdom of making it Hlegal for 
those under 16 to operate a motor vehicle while eyes are 
closed to those still in childhood who are operating pow- 
er boats. 

We do not advocate licensing of water craft operat- 
ors but it might be in the interests of water safety to re- 
strict operation of power craft to the same sarting age as 
that applying to motor vehicles. Is it logical to say a 
person is mature enough to operate a power boat but 
too young to handle a motor yehicle?

RELIEF FROM THOUGHT 

Some autos now on the market have lights that come 
on when it is dusk. No longer must the driver think about 
what time itis. This is certainly a mind-saver. Another 
effort to relieve mankind from thinking has been made by 
the publishers of the book, “New Dictionary of Thoughts.” 
Sales of this are being promoted by the phrase: “You need 
no longer rack you brian . . . The book will make you “a 
leader in culture and influence in the community.” Twen- 
ty-thousand thoughts, arranged alphabetically, are provid- 
ed from the writings of eighteen-thousand thinkers, some 
of them apparently having had not only one thought, but 
more than one. 

Both the automatic auto lights and the book of auto- 
matic thoughts are products of free enterprise and show 
that it continues enterprising indeed; but business is cut- 
ting its own throat by bringing out these mind-sayers. 
What business needs to help develop is a population of 
original do-it-yourself thinkers. Only in this kind of ment- 
al atmosphere is business likely to be allowed elbow room 
to keep on producing new and better ideas and things. 

The whole philosophy of not having to notice what 
time it is and not having the bother of thinking at a 1— 
this should be attractive to governments and offers them 
a big fuure. Voters should become progressively easier 


to handle, with less danger of their wondering whether © 


taxes really need to be so high, or whether the tax take is 
being spent wisely. “In time, voters may stop wondering 
whether government, the largest employer, with a staff 
producing nothing, is the main cause of money’s having 
less value.

DANGER OF FLUORISCOPIC 
EXAMINATIONS 

Dear Dr. Steinerohn: I may 
be silly, but I don’t like having 
X-rays or flporoscopic examin- 
ations. Yet, my doctor insists 
on making a fluoroscopic ex- 
amination every time I go to 
his office with some complaint. 
Sometimes as often as two or 
three times a month. May I 
have your opinion? Sincerely, 
Mrs. S., Miami, Florida. 

ANSWER: All the recent) 
scare-talk about the dangers of 
radiation has made all of us 
more aware of the need for 
guarding ourselves against ex- 
cessive exposure to X-rays. 

If what you say is true, Mrs. 
E., I don’t blame you for being 
concerned. I think most doctors 
will agree that having so many 
of the fluoroscopic examina- 
tions might not only harm the 
patient - - but also the doctor. 

If I were you, I'd absolutely 
refuse to have so many fluoro- 
scopics. 

Without being destructively 
critical, I believe that too many 
doctors are doing too many 
fluoroscopic examinations. In 
fact, it would be better for all 
concerned if no fluoroscopic 
was made until an X-ray of the 
chest indicated the need for it. 

“Well, then” you may say, 
“isn’t it true that you would 
be taking the patient out of 
the frying pan and dumping 
him into the fire? Aren’t X-rays 
of the chest dangerous, too?” 

You get relatively little 
radiation from the routine 
chest X-ray. A rough estimate 
is that you get only about one- 
thousanth of the radiation 
that you receive during a rou- 
tine fluoroscopic examination. 

Children and young adults, 
especially, should not be over- 
exposed to X-rays. Not only is 
there the danger that they 
may have some bad effect on 
the sex glands; they may cause 
trouble in the bone marrow, 
blood, skin and other parts of 
the body. 

Ideally, I believe it would 
be safer for the patient and 
the doctor if there were an 
unwritten law that no patient 
should have a fluoroscopic 
examination unless he has had 
an X-ray of his chest - - first. 
And only if the doctor saw 
something in the X-ray plates) 
that indicated a fluoroscopic 
was necessary. 

For example, if the X-ray 
suggests that there may be an| 
enlargement of the left upper} 
chamber of the heart, it may| 
be necessary to give the patient 
barium-swallows and fluoro- 
scope him. As we watch the| 
barium meal go down, we can| 
tell if the enlarged heart is} 
pressing on the oesophagus)

However, some radiologists 
tell me that even this proce- 
dure isn’t necessary; that they 
can tell as much from special 
X-rays, 

The same holds true for 
watching the movements of 
the diaphram; for finding cal- 
cium deposits in the arteries, 
or in estimating the pulsations 
of other blood vessels. 

In other words, X-rays and 
electrocardiograms combined, 
will tell us practically every- 
thing about the heart that a 
fluoroscopic can. As for ex- 
amination of the lungs, I 
believe that X-rays have 
fluoroscopics beat by the pro- 
verbial mile. 

Then why take fluoroscopic 
examinations? That is Just) 
what I have been saying: 
DON’T! Unless a specialist says 
there’s a good reason. 

In a recent paper in the 
Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association by Drs, Eliot 
Corday and Henry Jaffee of 
Beverly Hills, California, 1 
find this statement with which 
I agree: “In summary, there is 
little information obtainable 
from fluoroscopy of the chest 
that cannot be learned from 
routinely made films of the 
chest with greater accuracy 
and much less exposure to 
radiation.”

A ‘CHEERING’ NOTE FROM 
THE ONTARIO SAFETY LEAGUE 

The Ontario Safety League has just issued a “letter 
to an older driver” which is bound to irk a lot of people. 
After reading it, most drivers past 60 would (if they took 
it to heart) probably make a reservation at the nearest 
cemetery, forward their driving permit to the issuer and 
sell their car. : 

Taking a couple of paragraphs out of context we read: 

“you are getting older. You know it, and joke about 
it sometimes, though mostly you try not to think about it. 
On the whole, it is a pleasant time of life, free from many 
of the stresses and anxieties of earlier days. But age 
brings problems of its own: one of those problems is. . « 
what are you going to do about driving? 

“Let's consider frankly four basic realities. Firstly 
your perception is declining; you just don't see and hear 
so well now. Secondly, your judgment is slower, you 
can’t recognize traffic situations, analyze them and make 
the necessary decisions nearly as fast. Number three: 
your physical condition is going down—you haven t quite 
the same ability to react with speed and vigor in an emer- 
gency. Finally, you are becoming more susceptible to 
injury and death; what might have been a minor: accident 
ten years ago, could have serious consequences. 

“Further on in the letter we read what could have been 
made an excellent paragraph: “Driving isn’t nearly as 
much pleasure to you now—other drivers spoil things be- 
cause they are all in such a hurry.” 

With this thought on “hurry”, most people are in 
accord . .. Neither young or old drivers can really cope 
with hurry on the highways. They haven't the ability to 
safely handle cars at high speeds if an emergency arises 
and there isn’t a car made which will stand up under the 
impact of a collision at a high rate of speed . . . They all 
yield under pressure. 

If the. author of the letter would devote more time 
to crusading for enforced lower speed limits, Ontario's 
traffic accident record might soon make better reading. 
This has been proven by experience in other countries. 

. Frankly, we just don’t believe (on the basis of acci- 
dent statistics) that the older driver is a major contribut- 
ing factor to highway disasters. We do believe that 
speed, inattention and a liberal helping of alcohol are 
lethal additives to gasoline and horsepower. We venture 
to say that without the steadying influence of the older 
driver on the highways, sheer bedlam would have taken 
ever long ago. It’s the young and inexperienced who 
need attention and the restraining inflence of maturity. 
THERE’S NEVER TOO MUCH SAID 
ABOUT THIS TYPE OF DISCRIMINATION 

Every once in a while there’s a great ‘to-do’ in the 
press, on radio and television, about a negro being refused 
admittance to some place or another contrary to Ontario's 
anti-discrimination law. This is fair enough because if 
the law makes certain provisions it should either be adher- 
ed to or amended. But there is another kind of discrim- 
ination about which not too much is ever said and that is 
discrimination against children by landlords. 

There are many instances in which people with fam- 
ilies just simply cannot get housing accomodation—They 
are not eligible on the grounds that they have children. 
This is a form of discrimination which is far more wide- 
spread in Ontario than discrimination against colored peo- 
ple ever has been or ever will be, and yet it goes on year 
in and year out, to the dismay of many people seeking 
shelter. 

It is true that some children may be a bit of a prob- 
lem around a place but how many adults are there in the 


world today who weren't children at one time and how’ 


many of them were ‘plaster saints’ who never got out of 


line? Discipline, not discrimination is the answer where. 


homeseekers with children are concerned. It would be a 
very simple matter to stipulate in the rental agreement 
that failure to properly control their offspring would 
terminate it. This is an agreement which those hard- 
pressed for a home could understand and cope with. They 
simply cannot surmount the existing unwritten and often 
unspoken ‘no children’ barrier. 

GETTING A LITTLE BIT THICK 

There isn’t any doubt about the majority of Canad- 
lans being interested in the outcome of United States fed- 
eral nominations for the presidency and vice presidency 
of the nation by that country’s two major parties. Many 
people in Canada are former U. S. residents, others have 
relatives there, and the average Canadian likes to know 
what's going on in the top political circles of the nelgh- 
bouring land. However, there are limits to these things 
and it begins to appear as though the CBC television net- 
work is fast reaching the point of going overboard. This 
is especially true during the summer months when the 
air 1s plenty warm enough. 

Television programming in this country is at a pretty 
low level as it is during the summer, what with ‘encores’ 
which no one called for, an almost solid screenful of west- 
ern movies on some nights and sundry other Class ‘B’ ent- 
ertainment, without completely crushing the poor viewer 
with the long-winded huckstering of American politicians. 

The coverage of the U. S. nominations for the presidency 
and vice presidency is getting a little bit thick for the 
average Canadian viewer.

MINIMUM LEGAL AGE FOR DRIVERS 
IN NEW YORK STATE 

The Ontario Department of Transport draws the at- 
tention of drivers visiting New York State to the fact that 
the state does not issue full drivers’ licences to drivers 
living in the state if they are under eighteen years of age. 

The New York State issues a special junior licence to 
those between the ages of sixteen and eighteen. 

This means that drivers licensed in Ontario who are 
between sixteen and eighteen years of age cannot legally 
drive a vehicle in New York State on their Ontario licence. 
Young drivers should be aware of this fact in order to 
avoid a violation of the New York State law in this re- 
spect, —Ont. Dept. of Transport.

Injured Messenger Get Pay For Play 
‘In our national conceit, we Americans sometimes 
think countries other than our own are farthest sunk in 
government paternalism. But the court of appeals in Al- 
bany, N. Y., has shaken our complacency. 


This court has just sustained award of workmen's 
compensation to one James Johnston of New York City. 
It seems that Jim then aged 17 and employed as a messen- 
.Zer boy, was idly shooting paper clips out an office window 
The rubber band backfired, and one of the clips hit Jim 
in the eye. 


The workmen's compensation board ruled that shoot- 
ing the company’s office supplies out the window was 
close enough to Jim’s regular duties to make compensable 
any injuries he incurred in so doing. It is this award that 
is now upheld. 


With Jim’s case as a precedent, you ought to be able 
to collect on almost any self-inflicted injury provided 
only you use company materials as the instrument and 
perform the act on company time. 


PERSPECTIVE 

Not all persons who hitch their wagon to a star find it 
possible to reach their destination. Some of them aim tvo 
high for their abilities. Others allow themselves to be 
distracted. In some cases the star rider himself changes 
his mind “en route”' and heads in a different direction.

MURDER IN THE AFTERNOON 

Nine train/car collisions take place every week in 
Ontario. Happily, only one reported collision in eight 
results in loss of life. But the Ontario Safety League’ 
points out that whole families have been wiped out at rail 
crossings. Here is an eye-witness report of a multiple 
killing, by Margaret Chute of Cleveland, Ohio; she heads 
it “Murder in the Afternoon.” : : % 

“From first to last I saw it. 


It was a Sunday afternoon. I watched the murder 


from a peculiar and horrible vantage point. The driver ~ 


crashed his car at 60 m.p.h. into a wall of steel. It was be- 
hind that steel wall—looking down through the train 
window as his car hit directly under me. 

We were coming south, just outside of Lapeer, Mich. 
I was idly watching as a car approached down a long road 
that angled widely towards the track. 

I wondered why the car was coming so fast. One 
big crossing blast had already sounded. And the driy- 
er wasn’t slowing. 5 
: There was a second, harder, urgent blast. The eng- 
ineer was sitting on the horn. The car sped on at full 
Speed. My right hand reached to hold the seat ahead — 
my eyes said he would hit by my window. 1 knew it was 
death. I watched every awful second. And then it hap- 
pened. 
. The hood of the car smashed right under my face 
like an explosion.

The eggs were sent to 
a fish hatchery at Belleville 
and after hatching the young 
maskinonge were returned and 
released in Pigeon Lake and 
other nearby waters of the 
Kawartha chain.

“WAY BACK” 

“And the number of occa- 
sions when sandwiches are a 
delightfully correct and easily 
prepared refreshment is now 
legion. With the handed cup 
of tea or coffee, whether it be 
in the afternoon or a light 
lunch last thing at night, sand- 
wiches are always acceptable.” 

That's exactly what the little 
recipe booklet “The Art of 
Sandwich Making” says. And 
it was written in 1926, well 
over thirty years ago! A quick 
glance through the yellowed 
pages of the little book found 
in my mother’s kitchen drawer, 
confirms the fact that sand- 
wiches were indeed popular 
fare when skirts were long, 
hat brims wide, and kitchens 
large and homey. In spite of its 
quaint expressions, its sand- 
wich-making ideas and sugges- 
tions are strikingly similar 
to those proposed by good 
cooks today. 

FIRST, THE BREAD 

It suggests, for instance, that 
one of the most important 
items in sandwich making is 
bread. How true that is still! 
In sharp contrast to the few 
kinds of bread available in the 
1920’s, hundreds of varieties 
of breads and rolls offer un- 
limited scope to the modern 
sandwich still depends upon 
good bread as its basic ingre- 
dient. 

In the days ot the treasured 
little booklet of 1926, butter 
was the unrivaled spread on 
the bread — and it suggests 
“now cream the butter by 
working it up with a spoon 
until it is soft, spread on the 
bread and put the slices to- 
gether in pairs.” Today, mar- 
garine shares honours with 
butter as a nutritious sandwich 
spread. 

NEXT, THE FILLING 

Next, came the filling, just 
as it does today, “seasoned 
and flavoured according to 
needs.” The liftle booklet con- 
tains recipes for such familiar 
sandwich fillings as bacon and 
cheese, peanut butter, chicken 
- bacon - tomato (Club), cheese 
and pimento, chicken and cel- 
ery, tongue and Swiss cheese, 
date and nut, tuna fish and 
mayonnaise, cucumber, and as- 
paragus, 

Today, as the sandwich 
meal grows in popularity, fill- 
ings and types of sandwiches 
are more elaborate and excit- 
ing. In addition to the ever- 
popular, but common kinds— 
cheese, ham, tomato, egg and 
chicken — we have learned to 
serve and enjoy such special- 
ties as the “Big Boy” or “Hero” 
sandwich, with its many layers 
of meat, Swiss cheese, Spanish 
onion, tomato, cucumber and 
lettuce: the Toastwich, new 
version of French toast, where 
the sandwich is dipped in egg 
and milk mixture and grilled 
to a crisp, golden brown; the 
Danish-style open-face made 
from fresh slices of crusty 
French stick or savoury rye 
bread, topped with smoked 
meats, hard cooked eggs, 
cheese, raw vegetables, pick- 
les and relishes; and many 
kinds of fancy party sand- 
wiches, including checkerboard 
ribbon, rolled, cornucopia and 
mosaic.

THE HUMAN MIND AND BODY

DANGER IN GRASS- 
CUTTING 


Now that the summer sea- 
son will soon be here, thoughts 
turn to the care of the outside 
of the house. Let me give you 
a tip about lawn care. When- 
ever you get behind your 
rotary power-motor, consider 
that you are in control of a 
potentially dangerous machine. 
Like being behind the wheel 
of your car, depending upon 
how you handle it, there may 
be fun or tragedy. 


Last spring I called a friend 
whom I hadn’t seen in months. 
I heard that. he was ill. As he 
had had a coronary attack a 
few years previously, I thought} 
that he had a recurrence of his 
trouble. 


But that wasn’t it at all. His 
lawn mower had cut off two 
of his toes, 

“I was barefooted,” he said, 
“and I slipped as I was work- 
ing downhill. Before I knew 
it, the blades took off these 
toes.” 


Such injuries are becoming 
more common, Rotary blades 
turn at the rate of 2000-4000 
revolutions per minute. No 
wonder they do such a clean 
job of amputation. 


The feet and hands are the 
more common injury sites. 
But I have read of accidents 
producing blindness. 


If there happens to be such 
objects in your lawn as stones, 
wire, nails or glass, the whirl- 
ing blade becomes a danger- 
ous gun which hurls them with 
terrific speed. They can take 
out an eye or even pierce the 
heart and cause sudden death. 


Whenever I see a man mow- 
ing the lawn barefooted, or see 
a group of children standing 
around watching the proce- 
dure, J just hope that nobody 
gets into trouble. 

If. you think I am unduly 
concerned, here is a case re-

That 
should relieve you some. 


Have you gone to your 
family doctor with your prob- 
lem? Don’t be like many who 
continue fo suffer unneces- 
sarily because they don’t want 
to “bother their doctor with 
something silly.”

How to make humus 
for your garden

Barn heat lamps 
aid dairy farmer 


Dairy farmers who use un- 
heated milking areas are not 
looking forward to the end of 
summer with pleasurable anti- 
cipation, for with the chill 
winds of autumn their prob- 
lems begin to mount. 

In milking parlors, moisture 
has a tendency to collect on 
floors and walls. When the 
temperature goes below freez- 
ing, therefore, ice soon forms. 
A cow can then very easily 
slip and break a leg and con- 
ditions are dangerous for the 
farmer as well,

Use cow sense when 
feeding dairy ration 


Nettie’s been fresh only a 
short time. She is milking 60 
pounds per day. She needs 
14 to 16 pounds of grain mix 
per day to hold this production 
put gets only 10 pounds. Re- 
sult: Nettie’s production drops 
to 40 pounds per day. 

But take Babs. She's pro- 
ducing only 25 pounds of milk, 
yet she gets 10 pounds of grain 
just like Nettie. 

Want to gain 10 pounds of 
milk per day without-any extra 
feed? Then cut Babs’ grain 
feeding in half and add the 
extra 5 epounds to Nettie’s 
ration. With the roughage Babs 
will eat, she will probably be 
able to hold her production 
and gain in condition, More 
important, Nettie should hold 
or increase her 60-pound pro-| 
duction. 


The point, of course, is that 
every cow doesn’t need the 
same amount of feed. And if 
you are going right down the 
line giving each cow the same- 
sized scoopful of feed, you are} 
not getting the most out of 
your cows or feed. 

Says Dr. Bruce Stone, Dairy 
Cattle Specialist at the 0.A.C.: 
“Tf they all get the same a- 
mount of grain the heavy milk- 
er often milks well for a short 
time and then will lose flesh. 
Then her production drops to 
the level that her feeding sup- 
ports.” 

“On the other hand, the low} 
producer gets more feed than 
she needs to produce milk and 
she puts on weight. A little 
weight in preparation for her 
next freshening is necessary, 
but we don’t want to put on 
more fat than necessary.” 

Another point is that the low 
producer will eat less hay and| 
silage because she’s getting} 
extra grain. Her feeding costs 
g0 up needlessly. Heavy mil- 
kers however can't eat enough 
extra forage to hold up in; 
production. 

Individual feeding doesn’t 
take hours of figuring. You can 
do a workmanlike job in your; 
head. 

If ferages are of high qual-| 
ity, a coW can produce as much 
as 20 pounds a day on them 
alone. To get additional milk, 
we must feed concentrates 
such as grains or mill feeds. | 

“You can get a fairly close} 
idea of the cow’s needs if you} 
feed a definite ratio of grain 
mix to milk produced,” says 
the Ontario Department of 


If you haye only fair quality 
roughage, feed 1 pound of 
grain to 34% to 4 pounds of 
milk. High testing breeds such 
as Guernseys and Jerseys need 
more grain — about 1 pound 
for each 3 to 3% pounds of 
grain.” 

Less grain is needed with 
good quality roughages. For 
hay and silage of exceptional 
quality, you need only 1 pound 
of grain to each 4 or 5 pounds 
of milk for Holsteins, The 
other breeds can be raised 
proportionately. 

If the cow is near to drying- 
off and is thin, she should get 
more feed than the thumb-rule 
ealls for. And if she’s putting 
on too much fat, cut down on 
her grain. Growing heifers 
should be fed enough to keep 
them thrifty and growing. 

“Good feeding still calls for 


| cow sense and judgment. The) Dimytruk, 


thumb-rule helps get the cows 
nearer to the needs of each 
cow than giving the same a- 
mount of feed to all.”

THE HUMAN MIND AND BODY

A DREAM COME TRUE ~ 

Call it a vision; call it a 
dream. Every human being 
has experienced a tantalizing 
sensation that promises some 
good for himself in the future. 

But what a thrill it must be 
to be privileged to see the 
dream come true, of a man 
who dreamed his dream for 
you and for me - - and not for 
himself. Unsung in public 
print, he isga greater public 
benefactor than some celebri- 
ties whose names are house- 
hold words. I'll get to his name 
later. 


What I'd like to tell you 
about first is what brought on 
all this rhapsodizing. As 
guest, at the invitation of local 
chairman Alexander Libow, 
M.D., I have been attending a 
meeting in Miami Beach, 
Florida of the American Col- 
lege of Chest Physicians. 

Lectures begin at 9 am., 
and except for a break for 
lunch, continue on into the 
evening. After dinner, you 
return to a large ball room in 
which “fireside discussions” 
are going on. There are about} 
50 round-tables at each of 
which sit a dozen, eager, young 
and elderly physicians discus- 
sing various types of chest) 
disease. 

I choose the table where 
discussion centers around 
tumors of the lung. How to 
diagnose, when to operate, and 
how to treat. These distin- 


world freely swap experiences. 

At this table I meet leading 
chest specialists from Mexico, 
Japan, Turkey, France, Argen- 
tina, Belgium, Sweden, South 
Africa = - and from the states 
of California, Texas, Michigan, 
New York. 

Spread around that room 
are leading doctors from 89 
countries and territories. 

I have rarely seen such 
sustained enthusiasm at 
medical meeting. I left at 10;30

life or mine might be saved by 
the new knowledge that was 
|being generated at this meet- 
ing — and at similar meetings, 
throughout the years. 

Which brings me to the man 
with a dream. In 1917 a young 
man of 24 had to give up a 
promising business career be- 
cause of tuberculosis. The 
interruption lasted only six 
months and he returned to 


work, covering some 25,000 
miles by ship, railroad and 
muleback. 


But in 1923 the tuberculosis 
returned. This time the cure! 
took six years. It turned out 
to be a blessing for all human- 
ity because it gave him time, 
to think and philosophize. He 
decided that he would make 
some contribution to the better 
understanding of tuberculosis. 

He founded a small maga- 
zine for tuberculosis patients. 
In 1930 he met Julia Hook 
who later became his wife. 
Together they planned to live’ 
his dream. 

At great sacrifice (they 
worked without pay for 10 
years) they founded the first; 
chapter of what was to become 
The American College of 
Chest Physicians in 1935. He 
has been its Executive Director 
since its inception. 

Today, with an internation- 
al membership of about 6500 
of the best chést specialists) 
(including professors of medi- 
cine and surgery in the leading 
medical schools in the world) 
this is the organization whose 
members dramatically remove} 
lungs and operate on hearts! 
and blood vessels; whose less 
spectacular members do the 
diagnosing and treating of 
stubborn’ chest problems; and 
Who scientists in the labora- 
tories are looking for the 
cause and prevention of cancer 
of the lung, diseases of the 
circulation - - and many other 
diseases of the chest.

THE PUBLIC REST ROOMS 

IN FOR INSPECTION 
aA report in another paper serving the district con- 
cerning the condition of the public rest rooms in Lindsay 
seems to have been ‘tried and found w anting’—wanting 
s hing to substantiate it. 

Snel about two weeks ago, the report alleged 
that a visitor to the public rest rooms had found them in 
an unsavoury condition. A visit to the rest rooms on the 
same night the story appeared failed to reveal anything of 
an obnoxious nature—The Lindsay rest rooms were very 
much the same as public rest rooms anywhere elS@yerte. 
reasonably well kept and not offensive to the average 
person having occasion to use them. 

Following this week's meeting of town council, Town 
Property Chairman Gordon Pepper said he had checked 
on the rest rooms and found them quite presentable and 
acceptable to the public. He said he only found signs of 
damage {if it could be su termed) in the telephone booths 
where some person or persons had tried their lipstick 
penmanship on the walls of the cubicles. 

Mr. Pepper expressed concern that unw: arranted ad- 
verse criticism of town property should be publicized. In 
this case his findings corroborated earlier investigatons 
by private citizens who could find nothing to complain 
about.

Tobacco’s reputation as a pernicious weed was con- 
firmed by a history-making verdict in Miami this week. 
In a U.S. federal court, a jury found that one, Hdwin P. 
Green, died in 1958 of lung cancer, caused by smoking 
Lucky Strike cigarets for 30 years. It was the first court 
finding of its kind. 

But the jury refused to hold the cigaret manufacturer 
liable for the death. The dead man’s estate had sued the | 
cigaret company for $1,5000,000 in damages. 

A similar case occurred earlier this year in Pitts- 
burgh. There a judge ordered a directed verdict of acquit- 
tal in a suit brought by a man with one lung removed, 
because of cancer, against Liggett and Myers Tobacco 
Company. The judge ruled the defendant culd not be 
held guilty of negligence. 

The verdicts make sense. Though circumstances dif- 
fer in a Canadian court, it is hard to imagine what case 
any smoker can make against a tobacco company for dam- 
age that might result from his habit. 

Long before doctors connected lung cancer with 
smoking, they warned that tobacco was otherwise harm- 
ful to the heart, lungs and nervous system. And, in the 
past eight years, medical science has bombarded smokers 
with dire predictions of lung cancer if they persisted in 
puffing. Surely the old axiom—Let the buyer beware’ — 
pertains to tobacco. 

Yet the public is entitled to some protection. A useful 
step would be education in schools on the dangers of to- 
bacco so that children could be warned prior to addic- 
tion. Our federal pure food laws should insist that cig- 
aret cartons state the cancer-causing tar content of that 
tobacco. And manufacturers should be required to take 
all reasonable steps that may be possible to reduce these 
tars in their tobacco. 

This is the only sensible way to deal with*the tobacco 


problem.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My) 
husband who is 40, has) 


coughed up some bright red 
blood on two occasions during] 
the past half vear. He has had 
a number of X-rays. Our doc-| 
tor says there is no sign of 
tuberculosis or cancer. Is 
there anything else to do? - - 
Sincerely Mrs. E., Ohio. - 

ANSWER: I am glad you are 
not thinking of letting it drop 
right there. Although we can’t 
always find the source of such 
bleeding, we shouldn’t call it 
quits diagnostically until the 
patient has had a broncho- 
scopy. (This méans examining 
the large airways of the lungs 
directly through a lighted tube 
that is passed down through 
the mouth). 

In many cases, in spite of 
negative X-rays, doctors will 
discover the cause of the 
bleeding as a tumor of a 
bronchus or some other cause. 
This gives the doctor the 
chance to treat the condition 
in its early stages instead of 
much later when nothing 
much can be done.

URTICARIA 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My wife 
has been bothered with large 
wheals and itching of her skin 
on and off for over two months. 
Our doctor calls it urticaria. 
Why does it last so long in her 
case? I had a similar attack 
about a vear ago. It lasted one 


| day and never came back. How 


come? - - Mr. W., Texas. 

Answer: The cause is not 
always known. Undoubtedly} 
you suffered from what we call 
an acute attack. May have been 
due to something you ate. 
Probably you took a laxative 
and that was the end of your 
trouble. 

However, your wife is up 
against the chronic variety. I 


|have seen. it drive some pa- 


tients almost out of their minds 
with itching night and day. But 
in the end, it usually leaves. 

I suppose you are now es- 
pecially concerned about what 
to do for her. As in any other 
skin outbreak we try to find 
what it is that makes the skin 
revolt. Why the wheals? Why 
the itching? 

In the usual case we give a) 
patient with urticaria a good 
dose of salts or castor oil. Then 
some epinephrine by hypoder- 
mic to control the immediate 
discomfort from the itching. 
And probably prescribe some 
sort of anthihistamine to try 
to break up the recurrent out- 
breaks of hives. If these mea- 
sures aren't sufficient some- 
times we give patients lotions 
and advise that they take 
starch baths.

(however unsatisfactory) until

Belgium may cancel an order for 100 jet fighter planes 
made at the request of Nato. 
ORDERS TROOPS TO VIENTIANE 

The government of Laos has ordered troops to the 
capital city of Vientiane to quell a one-day-old revolution. 
The rebels—led by a paratrooper captain—seized power 
in the capital yesterday and claim complete control of 
Vientiane. But observers believe it is doubtful the rebels 
have gained effective political control.

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Let’s not go ‘hog wild’ . 
taking down STOP signs 

It has apparently been discovered that at least one 
of Lindsay’s many STOP signs was unlawfully erected 
The one on Colborne St. at the western entrance to Will- 
iam St. north. However, the discovery that this sign was 
not installed in a manner to give it legal status in a court 
of law doesn’t necessarily mean that it isn’t needed. It 
would certainly be foolhardy to have motorists coming 
pell-mell off Colborne St. onto William St. without stop- 
ping, especially when traffic in this area has become ac- 
customed to the presence of the existing STOP sign on 
Colborne. The argument that Colborne St. at this point 
is part of a through highway doesn’t really hold too much 
water because all streets in Lindsay are Lindsay streets 
.. . They are not highways at all in the true sense of the 
word but merely serve to link up one section of provine- 
jal highway with another. 

Let’s not go ‘hog wild’ taking down or declaring exist- 
ing STOP signs illegal until the consequences of such ac- 
tion has been- properly assessed. Altering the normal 
flow of traffic is dangerous business these days, far more 
risky than a STOP sign which is not legally approved. 
The presence of an ‘illegal’ STOP sign isn’t likely to con- 
tribute to an accident but a disruption in normal traffic 
pattern it. 


WHAT, DO WITHOUT SLEEP? 

An American doctor is reported to have discovered 
that by using a new drug he can get along just fine on 
a minimum of sleep — three or four hours nightly — 
and not feel anything but good. He is also quoted as 
having said that the need for sleep has never been fully 
established in his\mind — that he couldn't believe God 
designed man so that it was necessary for him to cease 
operations for several hours while his energy unit was 
recharged. 

This doctor, we suggest, is a menace to those who 
like to sleep — He may just ruin everything. He is ap- 
parently a man who has never enjoyed sleeping, for 
many, one of the pleasantest of all pastimes. It is hard 
to conceive of a man like this, one who has obviously 
not savoured the ecstacy which comes from sleep in its 
many forms. This is indeed a pity. 

How sad to think that in this wonderful world there 
is a man who would like to do away with the solid com- 
fort of a snooze after a delicious meal; a nap under a 
shade tree during the heat of summer; the relaxation and 
refreshment which comes of a little shut-eye before an 
open fire on a cold winter's day; or the solid comfort 
which envelopes a dyed-in-the-wool sleeper as drowiness 
overtakes him in the security of his bed while the wind 
howls outside his window. 

Abandon sleep? Replace it with a drug which would 
deprive people of one of life’s greatest pleasures and 
keep them on the go all the time? Never, we hope. 


IT MAKES FOR INTERESTING SPECULATION 

A persistent report to the effect that Ops Township 
may resist handing over to Lindsay a large hunk of its land 
plus a significant portion of its source of municipal rey- 
enue, makes for interesting speculation. 

What would really happen if Ops contested the an- 
nexation order? Is the decision of the Ontario Municipal 
Board final and all-enduring or is it subject to appeal to a 
higher authority? These are two questions to which 
members of Ops council wishing to resist annexation 
would have to find the answers. 


According to Reeve Herman Buckley of Ops, the 
township is going to be deprived of a large slice of rev- 
enue but the Town of Lindsay’s annexation area doesn’t 
relieve the township of a proportionate amount of main- 
tenance expenses . . . Virtually no township roads will be 
taken over by the town, just a lucrative built-up area to 
whose development Ops has subscribed and subsequently 
benefited. 


We are still of the opinion that a negotiated deal 
between Ops and Lindsay would have been better and 
therefore can see no reason why it still couldn’t be work- 
ed out despite the existing annexation order. There 
is something about a mandatory order which puts people’s 
backs up and the best way to get them down is to negotiate 
rather than take an arbitrary position. 

Despite the decision of the Ontario government ag- 
ency, a high percentage of people in Lindsay feel the area 
to be annexed is away out of line with the town’s foresee- 
able requirements. : 


LET’S TAKE A TRIP BY TRAIN 
AND TAKE THE CAR ALONG... 

In at Jeast one part of England, it is now possible to 
take a trip by train and take the car along. The railway 
offering this service hauls the car and the people to re- 
sort areas and in minutes after their arrival, the car is 
unloaded and the passengers are mobile again. Judging 
by the fares listed for this type of service, one could take 
the car and several Passengers on a trip of this kind al- 
most as cheaply as they could drive. It would certainly 
be more carefree—no traffic congestion to bother with, 
nofhing to do but sit in the comfort of a modern rail 
coach and let the railwaymen do the rest. And when 
you arrive, your car’s there with you—All you have to 
do then is use it for leisurely driving in your vacation area, 


Here in Canada we are always being told that it 
doesn’t pay to operate passenger service on certain branch 
lines because of the invasion made by the motor car but 
we suggest that traffic congestion, especially on holiday 
weekends, is reaching the point where a service of the 
type being offered in England might be welcomed by traf- 
fice-weary motorists. Think what it would mean to be 
able to load the family car on a piggy-back train out of 
Toronto for the Haliburton highlands, then sit back and 
relax for the 150 miles or so to your destination. The 
way it is now, the trip to and from the resort area takes 
all the fun out of the weekend. 


According to the account of the English piggy-back 
excursions, they are only in the experimental stages but’ 
patronage seems to be encouraging. Maybe railways 
here ought to do some experimenting along these lines 
rather than concentrating on abandoning service to cert- 
ain areas,

THE STRUGGLE FOR PRESS FREEDOM 

The government-ordered firing of Anthony Henry, 
one of Canada’s first newspaper editors, is recalled, in 
the new edition of the pocket annual Quick Canadian 
Facets, in an article that reviews the two-century history of 
fhe press of Canada and the long struggle for a press in- 
dependent of government control or influence. 

Anthony Henry was dismissed in 1766 from the edit- 
orship of the Halifax Gazette, established as Canada’s first 
newspaper 14 years before, for his criticism of taxes ley- 
ied under the Stamp Act. When Henry’s paper was 
replaced by the semi-official Nova Scotia Gazette he 
brought out a rival weekly. This was Canada’s first news- 
paper to be independent of government patronage, and 

_ within’a year it had absorbed the subsidized paper. The

Consider the many other items for which wood is 
necessary, and think of the amount of wood that is used 
from the Arctic to the Great Lakes, as well as from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific; of the wood and wood products ex- 
ported to other countries, as raw material and as finish- 
ed articles, And how about telephone poles, telegraph 
poles, railroad ties, fence posts, fuelwood, buildings, ships 
and a thousand other things. 


Nor must we forget paper! It is said that, in order to 
supply just one of New York’s great daily newspapers, it 
is necessary to cut several acres of spruce forest every 
twenty-four hours. This means, that if someone smart- 
er than the writer will do some fancy figuring, the answer 
will “tote up” to an awful lot of newsprint, requiring a 
corresponding amount of forest. 

Isn't this a pretty heavy demand upon the available 
supply? 


The foregoing does not represent anywhere near the 
full amount of the constant drain upon our forests, We 
have to add destruction by fire, wind, lightning, ice, in- 
sects, natural decay, the grazing of stock among young 
trees, carelessness, ignorance, and the waste of ordinary 
lumbering—though the latter is improving. 


It is possible that our legitimate demand for forest 
products will increase annually, with our population in- 
Crease, so it behooves everyone to safeguard one of our 
finest assets—our forests.

Canada’s oldest living leader 
died in Toronto Friday. 

He was Arthur Meighen, 
twice Prime Minister of Can- 
ada. The 86-year-old grand old 
man of Canadian public life; 
died in his home. He had been} 
increasingly weaker in the last) 
years and had been confined 
to bed for the last 10 days. 

Meighen died at 6 am with 
his wife at his bedside, together 
with her children. Maxwell and 
Mrs. Donald Wright. 

Maxwell Meighen said his 
father’s death was “‘due to old 
age and weakness.” He said 
his father had died as he 
would have wished . . “peace- 
fully at home.”

WHEN THERE’S SICKNESS 
IN YOUR FAMILY 

When there’s sickness in 
your family you have a tre- 
mendous responsibility: to 
choose the RIGHT doctor at 
the RIGHT time. 

The right time means get-) 
ting to him early enough. 
There’s no such thing as ‘too 


are at stake. 

When I say the RIGHT doc- 
tor do I imply that there’s such 
a fellow as the WRONG doc- 
tor in the practice of medicine? 
Aren't medical schools and 
state authorities quite strict 
when it comes to letting a man 
or woman hang out a shingle 
to practice medicine. Doesn't 
he have to be expert? Doesn't 
his diploma, and license, indi- 
cate that you can put your life 
in his hands without question? 

Yes and no. Much of the 
outcome of illness depends up- 
on the patient himself. Remem- 
ber that medical doctors are 
licensed to treat any and all 
illnesses. If you go to a bone 
specialist for the treatment of 
your heart, he has the right to 
treat you - - if he wants to do 
so. If you go to a heart speci- 
alist to have him set your 
fractured leg -- he has the 
right to do so, too. 

I have given you extreme 
examples. Rarely will you find|, 
a qualified bone pyeo aly or 
cardiologist who is “comfort- 
able” treating patients in an- 
other area of illness. They 
know their limitations. 

T recall one good doctor who 
was quite able; his great fail- 
ing*was that he believed he 
could do anything as well as 
anybody else. He thought he 
could do surgery as well as a 
carefuly trained surgeon; prac- 
fice obstetrics as well as the 
best obstetrician; make a 
diagnosis as well as the best

casionally, he got into trouble 
because he got into deep water. 

If somebody in your family 
is sick, consider yoursel 
fortunate if you have a good 
general practitioner as a family 
adviser. He will treat many of 
your illnesses - - but he will| 
know his limitations - - as any 
good doctor should. 

Tf your husband has a criti- 
cal coronary attack, he will 
not hesitate to call in a cardi- 
ologist. If your son has a com- 
pound fracture suffered while 
skiing or climbing the old 
apple tree, he will call a repu- 
table orthopedist in consulta- 
tion. Not always because he

Greater price support 
for better quality butter 
already bears results 


The Canada Department of 
Agriculture reports that gov- 
ernment policy of giving 
greater price support to bet- 
ter quality butter has already 
born results. 

The Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion Board . . . since May first, 
1960 .. . has been paying one 
cent per pound more for 93- 
score butter than for the 92- 
score product. 

The effect of this incentive 
to improve the quality of first 
grade creamery butter is 
shown in the grading figures 
for May ist to June 18th. The 
45-point-two million pounds 
graded contained 15-point-five 
million pounds of butter scor- 
ing 93 points or higher. Dur- 


- ing this same period last year 


43-point-four million pounds 
was graded and contained only 
13-point-four million pounds of 
the higher grade. 

The figure has therefore 
jumped from 31 per cent last 
year fo 34-point-three per cent 
this. 

Greater efficiency in pro- 
duction has been achieved by 
the installation in recent years 


of stainless steel churns and 
other equipment in place of 
the old-type wooden churns. 

The latter used to be the 
basic machine of thousands of 
small creameries . . . especially 
in Eastern Canada. 

Some of the wooden churns 
could produce a thousand 
pounds of butter in one opera- 
tion, but many had only one 
quarter of that capacity. 

By comparison, several 
) creameries in Canada can now 
\turn out as much as a carload 
of butter in one day. 

A Quebec creamery recently 
installed a stainless steel 
churner making seven-thou- 
sand pounds of butter in one 
operation. And this can be 
repeated several times a day. 

In other creameries, the 
continuous operation system 
has been set up successfully.

As a result of this stream- 
lining, the number of produc- 
tion units declined from 13- 
hundred creameries making 
butter in 1939 to 966 in 1960.

This. morning a power 
bucket owned by Wm. Mc- 
Dougall of Sunderland and 
operated by Reg. Stewart of 
Lindsay was on the job clean- 
ing out a sort of settling basin 
arrangement on the east bank 
of the river near Colborne and 
Lindsay Street north. The 
material they were removing 
had an unsettling effect on the 
stomach. 

Tuesday afternoon Mayor 
visited the 
scene of the trouble and learn- 
ed first-hand what was going 


According to workmen on 
the job then, the entire sewage 
collection from the East Ward 

S going into the river from 
a sewer which led to the 
mouth of “Sinister Creek”. 

Reason for the sewage being 
diverted was attributed by the 
men to the fact that 


the sewer setup serving the 
east part of town and which 
goes underwater to the sewage 
disposal plant pumping station 
across the river, was not per- 
forming satisfactorily and the 
sewer itself was clogged. 

One of the men who has had 
considerable experience in this 
work expressed the opinion 
that the arrangement should 
be completely altered in order 
to make it efficient. He said he} 
had advocated this for several| 
years. 

Mayor Burrows said the 
situation came as a complete 
surprise to him because he was 
under the impression the sew- 
age system was operating as 
well as could be expected. He 
was inclined to agree with the 
workman’s suggestion for 
remedying the problem, (The 
plant has been a problem child 
since it was built several years 
ago.) 

Walking over to the mouth 
of the creek, Mayor Burrows 
was shown what was described 
as a heavy concentration of 
lime which was coming out of} 
the sewer and which was said 
to be injected in plant waste 
to kill an acid condition.

“KEEP THE HOME FIRES BURNING” 

Construction of the Ontario girls’ training school at 
Lindsay has commenced and has already become the 
latest target for derogatory criticism by the Peterborough 
eres While no one promised that many men would receive 
immediate employment right off the bat, this segment of 
the press seems to have assumed that scores of men would 
pe hired immediately to stand around and watch the ex- 
tensive excavation work necessary before the super- 
structure can be started. How ridiculous can you get? 

Peterborough, as everyone knows, is having a tough- 
time employment-wise. The problem has been dogging 
the heels of civic officials for considerable time and seems 
to be getting worse. Lindsay, on the other hand, while 
it has somewhat more than the average number of job- 
less for this time of year, is not in quite such a serious 
situation. 

In the light of this, it is perhaps to be expected that 
the Peterborough press will leave no stone unturned to 
take the limelight off itself and try to focus it on nearby 
centres. Casting about for a likely victim, it selected the 
start of work on the girls’ training school just outside 
Lindsay. This was an especially appealing morsel be- 
cause it is a provincial project and the traditionally Lib- 
eral paper naturally likes to take a poke at a Conservative 
government undertaking. Rubbing its ink-stained hands 
in glee, it lined up a double-barrelled shot to include the 
federal Conservative government which, it claimed, 
should have concentrated its thoughts on a provincial 
project rather than an explosive African situation which 
could become another Korea. 

Anyone who has ever seen a construction job swing 
into motion knows that good times or bad, there are al- 
ways a number of men ready and willing to work, They 
get to the scene when things begin to happen. True they 
would like a job but they also know that in all such deyel- 
opments the real demand for help doesn’t come until the 
excavation work is done and the actual building commenc- 
es. The men who visit the site of the training school 
are anxious for work and they know that some will be 
lucky and others won't. 

Far from being “grim men, hopeless men, tragic 
men,” the men we talked with on Monday morning were 
“hopeful men, willing men, and good natured men’. . . 
They were men on the scene of a construction job, men 
who were accustomed to construction work, men who 
hoped they would find a place on the building program 
and men who had the good sense to know that they 
couldn’t expect to get a job until the work had at least 
started. 

In the meantime would it be wrong to suggest to the 
Peterborough press that it hum a few bars of “Keep The 
Home Fires Burning?” 


Matters of Interest 


Consumer Credit Concern Widespread 

CAC’s National President has sent the following let- 
ter to all members of The Senate, on your behalf: 

“For several years the Canadian Association of Con- 
sumers has received representations from its members, 
and resolutions from its Local and Provincial Branches, 
urging that steps be taken to secure legislation which will 
reqire all loan or sales contracts involving credit to state 
clearly the full cost of the loan to the borrower—that is 
that all charges (service and interest) be clearly express- 
ed to show the effective annual interest rate. This is a 
matter of great concern to many consumers, and also to 
other groups in the community. 

“It has been brought to our attention that welfare 
workers in particular find that a high proportion of the 
cases of family discord and distress, of individuals and 
families needing assisance is due to financial difficulties 
arising out of instalment buyng. : 

“We have read with interest the text of Bill S-35 in- 
troduced into the Senate by Senator Croll. We endorse 
strongly the principle of this bill. We feel the legislation 
adopting this principle will enable consumers to know 
the cost of borrowing involved in credit purchases. 

“We request your support for this Bill and trust that 
the Senate will refer it to the Banking and Commerce 
Committee, so that it may receive full discussion, and the 
attention this matter deseryes.’—CAC Bulletin.

Leather shoes with, needle- 

sharp toes shape a graceful

Leather literally makes the 
point in feminine footwear this 
year, fashion editors heard at 
the semi-annual Press Week 
showing by Leather Industries 
in New York.

Of course, thyroid is not a 
drug to fool with. It should} 
neyer be taken without the} 


doses before they get the ef- 
fect of the drug. 

I recall one patient who felt 
fine when he took five grains 
of thyroid extract a day. When- 
ever I lowered the dosage to} 
three or four grains he had his 
former symptoms of fatigue 
again. When I raised the dos-| 
age he improved, He has been} 
on five grains daily for many} 
years without any harm. 

What is true for thyroid is 
also true for many other drugs. 
Many are ineffective because 
they are not taken in sufficient 
amounts. Only your doctor can 
decide on the proper dosage. 
Perhaps he will gradually in- 
crease your thyroid intake.

United Press Iniernationa/ 
ESPIONAGE TRIAL OF FRANCIS POWERS BEGINS 
The espionage trial of U-Two pilot Francis Powers 
opened in Moscow's glittering Hall of Unions today with a 
plea of guilty by Powers. When Powers . . . who is 31 to- 
day .. . first stepped into the room, he gazed steadily 
through the lights toward the spot where his wife and 
parents were seated. His wife, Barbara—dressed in 
black as were his parents—lowered her head into her 
hands, overcome with grief. The guilty plea, entered 
some two hours after the trial began, was expected... Soy- 
iet officials previously had announced that the young and 
handsome pilot would not deny the Soviet charge. He 
faces a possible death sentence if convicted. However, 
the three-man military court could give him only seven 
to fifteen years. After reading the four-thousand word 
indictment. and informing Powers of his rights, a judge 
asked if the charge was clear... if he plead guilty. The 
pilot replied: “Yes, I plead guilty.” Under questioning he 


did not deny that he had violated Soviet air space .... and | 


said he did not think he doubted that his May 1st flight 
over Soviet territory was an act of espionage. Powers 
gave a calm recital of what happened on that flight. He 
told ‘his questioners that the plane had been hit at an al- 
titude of 68-thousand feet . . . after his mission was accom- 
plished . . . so far as he could tell. He said he was unable 
to use the ejection seat because of gravity . . . so he open- 
ed the canopy of his plane, released the seat belt, tumbled 
out of the plane and parachuted to earth. Powers was 
asked why, after his capture by the Russians, he did not 
use a poison suicide needle he admitted haying with him 
on the flight. He said it was for use in case of torture... 
and that he had not been fortured. Powers appeared to 
be in good health. He told questioners he was hired by 
the Central Intelligence Agency and trained in high alti- 
tude flights at a salary of 25-thundred dollars a month. 
As for his plane, Powers said he could not have dropped 
an atomic bomb because his plane had no means of car- 
rying such a bomb. He also said he was sure the wreck- 
age of the plane he was shown in a park in Moscow was 
his plane. ‘The first session of the trial lasted four hours. 
IMMIGRATION DEPT, 

CHARGED WITH STRIKE BREAKING 

A union official has charged the Immigration Depart- 
ment with strike-breaking by prosecuting British seamen 
who walk off British ships in Canadian Ports. George 
Harris—Secretary-general of the United Electrical, Radio 
and Machine Workers Union—says that in forcing British 
seamen to return to their ships or face prosecution the 
Immigration officials haye stepped in on the side of the 
shipowners against the crewmembers. Meanwhile, the 
Cunard liner “Sylvania” docked at Quebec City this 
morning following an Atlantic crossing during which pas- 
sengers had to take on the duties of the striking crew- 
members. In Montreal, the sailing of Canadian Pacific 
liner “Empress of France” has been held up because of a 
walkout by 250 of the ship’s one-thousand crewmembers. 
Another liner—the 20-thousand ton cargo-passenger 
“Lismoria’’—is also being delayed by the walkout. 
PLANS TO CARRY OUT ENGINEERING PROJECT 
Canada’s 57th signal squadron plans to carry out a 

major radio engineering project in the troubled Congo. 
The squadron has sent a Canadian reconnaissance party 
into the Congo interior on a survey to set up a communi- 
cations system which will serve a million Square miles 
of Congo territory. The communication system—when 
completed —will link the capital—Leopoldville—with the 
outlying provinces.

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THERE NEVER WAS A TIME 

There never was a time-in the history of man when 
people were subjected to so many conflicting ideologies, 
when so many conflicts raged in the mind of the average 
person, They get it from all sides—by direct mail, 
through the press, radio and television. It is little wond- 
er that a lot of people are confused and it will be a miracle 
if a dangerous degree of apathy doesn’t result, in fact 
hasn't already started to set in. 

These are times when strong leadership along lines 
which are apt to contribute most to the welfare of the na- 
tion and the world are vital. The need for unifying the 
forces for good as opposed to the forces for evil was nev- 

_ er more urgent or more apparent than it is today. It is 
becoming more obvious by the hour that unless this unity 
can be achieved, the well-unified forces for evil are w eld- 
ing hemselves into a position to gain their objecive: 
world domination. 

There never was a time when men of good intent 
needed to band together, foregoing petty dogmatic bick- 
ering in the interests of the general welfare of the world's 
people. 


A SHOWPIECE AT THE CNE 

Several months ago there was considerable effort put 
forth to persuade Lindsay to acquire a steam locomotive 
for historical purposes and have it permanently displayed 
in a central part of town. There was also a great deal of 
opposition to the idea, the opposition forces apparently 
coming out on top. 

It is interesting to note that the Canadian National 

___ Exhibition—one of the largest annual shows in the world

Admittedly, the CNE lasts only a couple of weeks each 

year and the problem of permanent maintenance doesn’t 

enter into the picture of having a steam locomotive on its 

* hands the year round, However, it would not be surpris- 

ing to learn that exhibition executive eventually gets ar- 

ound to finding a permanent place for just such a ma- 
chine. 

We are rapidly leaving the age of steam motive pow- 
er and either a steam locomotive or a steam threshing 
engine (or both) seem like sensible museum piece acquis- 
itions for railroad and farming communities in which 
Lindsay has developed. If the display of such equipment 
is good enough for a successful enterprise such as the 
CNE, why isn’t it interesting to Lindsay?

DOG DAYS 

Feeling kind of tired these days, sort of worn out 
and ready to take a nap on the slightest provocation. Your 
feelings are probably shared by thousands of people in 
this part of the world at this season of the year. 

Not much is heard about them any more but we are 
in the midst of ‘Dog Days’, a sultry period of the year ex- 
tending from four to six weeks between early July and 
early September. However, most people associate ‘Dog 
Days’ with August when the sultry, close part of summer 
generally reaches its peak. Years ago there was a com- 
mon belief abroad that these days were somehow connect- 
ed with living dogs, brought about perhaps because dogs, 
like humans, seem to hate to be molested much during 
this period. 

As you probably know, ‘Dog Days’ really derived 
their name from heavenly dogs. ‘he word ‘canicular’ is 
the technical term for this season and it was coined from 
the Latin ‘Canieula’ which in turn came from the Latin 
‘canis’ meaning ‘dog’.Canicular pertains to the ‘Dog Days’ 
(July-August), Webster's International Dictionary informs 
us, and more specifically is defined as “pertaining to, or 
measured by the rising of either Dog Star”. The two dog 
stars are known as Canis Major and Canis Minor. Canis 
Major is found in a constellation to the southeast of 
Orion, containing Sirius, the Dog Star, the Greater Dog. 
Canis Minor is a constellation to the east of Orion, contain- 
ng Procyon, the Lesser Dog. 

In the light of this, if you feel as though you're going 
fo the dogs’ these days, it’s probably the heavenly influ- 
ence of Canis Major or Canis Minor, or both. In a word 
—These are dog days and if you’re doggone tired, blame it 
on the dogs, but not on those of earthly origin. 


BASIC RIGHT

But why so late? 

There has been considerable interest in the girls’ 
training school which is shortly to be built in Ops town- 
ship, within the area Lindsay is in line to annex next 
January Ist. The interest began a couple of years ago 
when the provincial building just west of the present 
town limits was officially opened by Premier Leslie 
Frost. At that time he made it clear the government 
planned to erect a girls’ training school on land purchased 
by the province in connection with the provincial building 
site. As a matter of fact, after the premier had opened 
the present provincial building, the parly, moved west 
on the highway to near the junction of 7B and 35 where 
Mr. Frost turned the sod ‘for the training school. 

It is always to be expected in cases like this that the 
opposition party will raise cane - It is its duty to cry 
‘playing politics’, hint that someone is showing 
favoritism, etc, People would be disappointed if it 
didn’t. But in the case at hand, one is prone to ask “Why 
so late?” 

Surely, if there were real grounds for protest, the 


. opposition has taken a long time to get around to it - To 


paraphrase a line from a prisoner’s lament: “Two years 
is a mighty long time.” The time to have fired a broad- 
side at the project was when it was first announced, not 
after the contract has been let. 


THE “SINISTER CREEK” 
IS NOT HARD TO FIND 

The “sinister creek” referred to by Chas. H. Brett 
in his letter to this paper about fish dying off in the 
Scugog River on Lindsay’s northern outskirts is not hard 
to find... You could reach it by following your nose from 
the heart of town when the prevailing wind is from thhe 
northeast. 

To reach the “sinister creek,” you have only to drive 
north on Lindsay St. north to where it joins up with 
Caroline St.; instead of turning right, drive straight ahead 
onto the grass-land, park your car, and walk towards 
the first boathouse on the riverbank. Just before you 
reach it—if your nose lets you go that far—you will come 
to the mouth of “sinister creek”. From there it is a 
simple matter to trace the creek back vie source. 

Before you leave the mouth of the creek, observe 
the two sewers which feed into the Scugog River at this 
point. One is very obvious and pours a visible and con- 
tinuous stream of raw sewage into the river; the other is 
underwater and its discharge is not so readily apparent. 

The creek itself has its moments—At certain periods 
of the day it carries a fair yolume of what resembles 
dirty wash water into the river. At other times it is 
a mere trickle, still dirty. 

By the way, the odour from the area around the 
mouth of “sinister creek” is readily distinguishable 
from fresh air and it makes its impression on your 
nose. This impression lasts so that if the wind is blow- 
ing from the mouth of the creek to your part of town, 


you will have no difficulty recognizing the source of the 


foul-smelling air. 

The ironical part of these open sewers, one of which 
is obviously pouring filth into the river, is that a sewage 
disposal plant pumping station is located almost straight 
across the river from it. It would have been a simple 
matter to have had these sewers hooked up to the pump- 
ing station and taken to the sewage disposal plant for 
treatment unless, of course, the pumping station is inade- 
quate to the job. 

It is interesting to recall that the town’s sewage dis- 
posal plant was installed on a mandatory order from the 
Ontario Dept. of Health which seems to have neglected 
to make sure such plants were complete and efficient. 

In the meantime the Ontario Water Resources Com- 
mission could have a field day around Lindsay putting 
the finger on such things as this. 

Lindsay has recently been authorized to annex 
2.150 acres of Ops Township land but the sort of thing 
referred to here suggests it should first put its own house 
in good order and then expand. — 

Getting back to “sinister creek,” the Lindsay Board 
of Health shouldn’t have any trouble locating it now and 
it is likely it will find it has a clear-cut duty to perform 
in ordering that the situation be remedied. 


SEAT BELT STATISTICS 

CHICAGO—Persons thrown from cars in traffic acci- 
dents are five times more likely to be killed than those 
who succeed in staying inside the car. 

That fact is contained in the 1960 edition of ‘“Acci- 
dent Facts,” statistical yearbook of the National Safety 
Council. 

A Cornell University study showed that users of seat 
belts have 60 per cent less chance of injury in a traffic 
accident than people who don’t use the belts. 

For folks who say they don’t need seat belts because 
they only drive around town at relatively low speeds, the 
Council cited this fact: Nearly three out of 10 fatal traf- 
fic accidents occur at car speeds of no more than 30 
m.p.h. 


RADIO IN EVERY OFFICE IN 10 YEARS? 

Radios, like telephones, will be necessary office fix- 
tures within 10 years, Canadian radiomen predict. Cana- 
dians will hear on-the-spot reports of happenings anywhere 
in the world, when someone pushes a button at their local 
radio station, Tom Alderman reports in the current Lib- 
erty magazine. 

Canada’s 8,500,000 home radios are tuned to the lat- 
est news, weather and music for more than four hours a 
day. Listeners dislike switching dials and consider their 
favourite station a “personla friend’’, said Liberty. 

Most of Canada’s 299 radio stations have adopted the 
news-music-weather type of programming, introduced 16 
years ago by Toronto’s CKEY. Stations cater to motor- 
ists, tourists and housewives; have traded “rock and rell” 
for “sweeter sounds” and leave transcribed dramas to TY.

MORE SOLIDS BEING INTRODUCED 


DAYS LONG PAST 

The days of milk-only diets 
for-infants have long since 
passed, according to a recent 
report of pediatric experts. 
More and more solid foods are 
being introduced to a child at 
an early age . - . in the belief 
that it is utr itionally and 
psychologically beneficial. 

Forty years ago. . - solid 
foods were seldom fed a child 
under one year of age. Then 
along came a Swedish pediatri- 
cian, Dr. Jundell, who said 
infants fed minced meat, fish, 
scrambled eggs and vegetables 
_.. along with milk. . . fared 
better than those who got milk 
alone during their first year. 
He claimed their resistance to 
infection was greater, indiges- 
tion improyed and they gained 
more weight. 


About the same time... a 
German doctor, Dr. Hambur- 
ger, startled the medical world 


rearing of 12 infants on a milk- 
free diet. He fed them liver, 
rice, cod liver oil, peanut oil, 
cane sugar, fruit juice and al: 
salt mixture. Since the child- 


ren developed normally .. . he 


maintained milk was not even 
essential the first year of life. 
These experiments in infant 
nutrition are cited by a special 
committee of the Academy of 
American pediatrics studying 
the benefits of feeding food 
solids to infants. 
BENEFICIAL OR HARMFUL 
Nowadays, the committee 
points out, no one 
question the nutritional in- 
adequacy of an exclusive milk- 
diet for infants. But, on the 
other hand, it can’t find proof 
that feeding solids at ages 
earlier than four to six months 
is either beneficial or harmful. 
So, to young mothers, the 
committee gives this advice. 
Normal, full-term infants can

first three months of life on 
human milk or a properly 
constituted cow's milk formula. 
During the third month... . 
iron-containing solid foods 
should be introduced. Hgg 
yolks, peaches and most ready- 
to-serve cereals are good sour- 
ces of iron. 
OBJECT TO USE OF AGE 
The committee is in agree- 
ment with those objecting to 
the use of age as a rigid stand- 
ard, It believes the needs of 
infants are best served on an 
individual basis. For example 
large, rapidly growing 
infants consuming large quan- 
tities of milk... yet still 
obviously hungry . .. may be 
contented by supplementing 
the diet with cereal or meat at 
an age earlier’ than three 
months. ’

because it involves land 
appraisals, detailed surveys, 


*| soil testing and then after the 


Dept. of Public Works has 
assured itself that the site is 
suitable and acceptable to 
them in all respects, Treasury 
Board approval must be ob- 
tained before any funds are 
made available. 

“At this time the depart- 
ment has assured itself of the 
suitability of this site and has 
taken all the needed steps 
sofar as this department is 
concerned and it has recom- 
mended the purchase of these 
sitees to the Treasury Board. 

“Needless to say, it would 
be presumptious of me to give 
you any definite date or to 
assure you of the completion 
of this transaction until we 
have been so advised by the 
Treasury Board. However, I

The Attorney - General’s De- 
partment joined police today 
in an investigation of the 
deaths of three Americans in 
Northern Ontario cabins, all 
suspected due to propone gas 
poisoning. 

Dorwin Sylvester Gigandet, 
aged 52, of Portland, Indiana, 
was found dead yesterday in 
a cottage 20 miles north of 
Blind River. His wife and 
daughter, who were found un- 
conscious, are in critical con- 
dition in Blind River hospital.

ors to the Nature Museum here 
in Ontario’s largest provincial 
park (2,766 sq. miles), A. F. 
Helmsley, provincial park nat- 
uralists supervisor, has found 
that people do not like snakes. 
Some of the park's almost half 
a milion visitors last year 
wouldn't even enter the build- 
ing because it contained snak- 
es on display. Others were hor- 
rified, but crowded more 
closely to the cage to enjoy the 
“horror.” 

“During the vacation seas- 
on, we would do well to learn 
just a little about snakes, to 
gain an appreciation for these 
highly specialized wildlife 
forms. 

“Of 223 species in Canada 
and the United States 52 are 
poisonous and 36 can be con- 
sicered dangerous. In Ontar- 
jo we have 18 species — of 
these, two species of rattle- 
snake are venomous, the Mas- 
sassaugua and the timber rat- 
tlesnake. 

“The Massassauga is a short, 
stout snake about 2%2 feet 
long, fairly common in the 
Bruce Peninsula and the east- 
ern shore of Georgian Bay. 
There are isolated records of 
its occurrence along the shore- 
line of Lakes Huron, Erie a1 
Ontario. The timber, which 
may attain a lengin OF itye scuc} 
is rare in Ontario and has been 
recorded only in the Niagara 
region and at Point Pelee. 

“Although many of our| 
large snakes, other than the| 
rattlesnakes, will bite, they 
lack fangs and venom. The 
worst they can do is to inflict 
yery small punctures in the 
skin. Their teeth are short 
and the penetration is not ser-| 
ious. Normal precautions are} 
necessary, however, to prev-| 
ent common infection. 

“Despite the idea that the 
tongue of a snake has a 
‘stinger’, the tongue is quite 
harmless and is used merely as 
a ‘feeler’. Also, snakes are 
not slimy. The scales are dry. 
It may be, though, since the 
animal is cold-blooded, and} 
our hands are moist, that the; 
resultant feeling is coid and 
moist I

Editorial 


MOST PEOPLE DID EXPECT 
THESE LIGHTS WOULD BE UP 

Earlier this summer Lindsay's council approved the 
installation of floodlights to illuminate Macdonnell Park 
on the banks of Scugog River west of the Lindsay St. 
north bridge. Most people were apparently under the 
impression they would have been installed quickly, 
probably in time to be of use during the current tourist 
season. There has obviously been a delay which is caus- 
ing the chairman of lighting to be questioned by other 
members of council. He has, in fact, been accused of ne- 
glecting his work. However, since he has placed the ord- 
er with the hydro system, the onus for any delay must rest 
there. There may be good reasons for the delay but it 
would be better if the public were informed of them. 


Matters of Interest 


“EXTRA WIDE” PERMIT 

Recent cases involying farmers moving extra wide 
equipment on the highways without.a permit has prompt- 
ed the Ontario Federation of Agriculture to look into the 
matter, according to Gordon Greer, President. “Section 19 
(1) of the Highways Traffic Act states that traction engines 
and threshing machines having a total width of 110 inches 
are permissible, but some of the modern day machinery 
exceed this width by several inches.” 

“However, the Ontario Department of Transport re- 
ports that it has a new policy in effect, which allows farm- 
ers to get a special permit to move their extra wide equip- 
ment without being charged for violating the Act,” Mr. 
Greer said. “All a farmer has to do, if he plans on mov- 
ing equipment by road. is to apply to the Special Permits 
Division, Department of Transport, Parliament Buildings, 
Toronto. The permit is good until October 14. After 
that, he will have to renew the permit if he wishes to con- 
tinue moving his equipment on the highways.” 

“Possibly the problem calls for a study of the Act 
with the idea of requesting amendments, so that farmers 
need not obtain special permits,” Mr. Greer continued. 
“The only other recourse is for the machinery designers to 
produce farm equipment that is within the requirements 
of the Highway Act. In the meantime, I urge all farmers 
to observe proper caution on the highways to avoid acci- 
dents to themselves and other people.”

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: How 
does one go about getting aj 
consultation? We have confi- 
dence in our family doctor| 
who is treating my husband| 
for a coronary attack. But I'd 
feel better in my own mind 
having the opinion of a heart 
specialist. Just what do I do? 
Sincerely, Mrs. D., New Rork. 
ANSWER: You simply ASK 
for it. 

Tf you think your doctor is 
overly sensitive, tell him what 
you have told me: that you 
trust his ability, but are willing} 
to go to the added expense. 
Just to be sure that everything| 
possible is being done for 
your husband. 

If he is the kind of family 
doctor and adviser most are, he 
will pat you on the back and 
say: “Of course, I understand. 
Ill get in touch with a good 
heart man right away.” 

But I must admit that there 
are still a few doctors (very 
few) who feel insulted whenj 
you suggest consultation. Their 
feelings are hurt. They think} 
you doubt their medical abili- 
ty. 

Some will therefore say: “T) 
see no need for having a con- 
sultant I have everything} 
under contro]. You'll only be! 
wasting your money.” 
Nevertheless, insist that you 
want one only for your peace) 
of mind, If he still refuses, Ij 
think such a man shows poor} 
judgment. It means that he} 
thinks he can’t possibly make} 
a mistake - - either in diagnosis} 
or in treatment. 

I would not like to have a| 
“cocky” man treating me. You! 
will find that the best doctors 
are those who know their own 
limitations. They are easy to 
approach and be with. You 
would have no more trouble 
getting them to call in a con- 
sultant than asking them for 
a match. 

Of course, there’s a limit to 
the number of consultations 
one needs. After your doctor 
has called in one or two doc-| 
tors, don’t go asking for more.| 
When that happens, you are} 
really hurting the patient! 
rather than helping. Like hav- 
ing too many cooks in the 
kitchen.

bout a specific form of arth- 
ritis. This indicates that you 
know there are various kinds., 
You haven’t asked me to do 
something for your “rheuma- 
tism,” which is an indefinite 
term. 

It is important to make this’ 
distinction because the treat-| 
men for yarious types of| 
arthritis differs. For example, 
you could treat unrecognized 
gout all year and not get any- 
where if you used the treat- 
ment we advise for osteoarth- 
ritis. ; 

Just what is meant by osteo- 
arthritis? This is a degenera- 
tive arthritis. It is one of the 
less serious types, but 
probably the most common. 

It begins in most people 
during their 30’s and 40's as| 
the natural process of aging. 
You may have it, and except 
for stiffness or pain, feel 
healthy otherwise. How bad 
you feel depends upon just 
how much joint degeneration 
there is. : 

Osteoarthritis begins as a 
wearing away of the cartilage 
which covers the end of bones. 
This exposes the underlying 
bones and the smooth cartilage 
is replaced by hardened bone. 
It is these outgrowths of bone} 
that cause interference with. 
movement and produce pain} 
and stiffness. | 

Why is the condition worse! 
in some than in others? Heredi-| 
ty may be a factor. But other} 
factors are overweight, poor) 
posture, injury or excessive| 
physical strain. X-rays, of} 
course, are important in’ mak- 
ing the diagnosis. But this is 
something to remember: some 
of the worst looking joints 
under X-ray calise no symp- 
toms at all. 

Osteoarthritis more often 
affects the spine, hips and| 
knees. Usually found in women! 
there is a form that causes a 
knobby appearance of the end| 
of the fingers. There may be 
some pain and redness, but 
these symptoms usually disap-| 
pear after many years. 

We can’t cure osteoartthri-| 
tis, but we can make you more} 
comfortable. 

Protect your joints from in- 
jury. Practice good posture. 
Regular application of heat. 
Daily therapeutic exercises, | 
Aspirin and similar compounds! 
for pain, Use cane or braces if! 
necessary. And what is quite! 
important, adjust your living 
habits so you reduce the a- 
amount of strain placed on 
joints. Your doctor will tell you

Premier Frost u 


Premier Leslie M. Frost has 
urged the president of the 
Robertson Clan to collect all| 
available records of the fam- 
ily and make them available 
to the Achives Dept. of Ont- 
ario. Speaking at the clan 
reunion in Bobeaygeon on Sat- 
urday, Mr, Frost said these re- 
cords were of immense inter- 
est and that he devoted consid- 
erable time to haying these 
early events placed on perma- 
nent record. He told the clan 
that it was such records as 
these which made it possible 
for others to know what had 
really taken place during the 
early stages of the province's 
development. 

President J. J. Robertson, 
had previously read an ab- 
sorbing account of the clan’s 
history as recorded in a paper 
entitled “Granny's Tale.’ Here 
is that tale of pioneer exist- 
ence: 

GRANNY’S TALE 

I was born in Fortingale, 
Scotland. I lived in Perthshire. 
On June 5th., 1833, we sailed 
from Greenock, near Glasgow, 
for Canada. The vessel was 
named “Tamerline,”’ and be- 
sides the crew carried 365 
passengers. From the day we 
left Greenock we were six 
weeks on the water. I was sea- 
sick for ten days. At Quebec 
a family had smallpox and we 
had to stay there for four 
weeks. Then we went on up the 
river to Montreal. There we} 
stayed three days and came on 
to Kingston. There we took a 
steamer to Toronto. Because 
the children were sick we were 
delayed there for four weeks. 
We bought four hundred acres 
in Verulam, which was then 
said to be in Newcastle Dis- 
trict. To go to Verulam we took 
a steamer from Toronto to 
Cobourg. Then we went by 
wagons to Rice Lake. There we 
slept in a barn near the tavern. 
Next we went in a little steam- 
er to Peterborough where we 
lived six weeks, and built a 
log shanty on a farm. Coming 
on we stayed two days at 
Bridgenorth. We came from 
there to Bobcaygeon on a little 
steamer. 

Near Bobcaygeon we landed 
at Green Bay, near where Bob- 
caygeon River empties into 
Pigeon Lake. There we stayed 
in a log hut with a kind woman 
three days, till our luggage was 
taken up to Sturgeon Lake on 
a scow. I well remember our 
first night here in Verulam. 
A fire was built below a pine 
tree. The snow was ankle deep. 
We hung blankets around from 
tree to tree as a shelter from 
the east wind. For food we had 
on hand bread (poor), flour, 
salt, soda and water. For our 


had fried pork and tea. 

Not far away was an Indian 
village. We stayed for a while 
in a wigwam. The Indians were 
kind. They brought us venison. 
For a week our only table was 


make the door. The pieces 
sawed from the windows made 
the seats. They had to carry 
on their backs up from the 
shore our seventeen hundred 
weight of luggage and six bar- 
rels of flour. For our first fire 
we had basswood and we might 
as well have tried to burn 
stones. Then they found cedar 
and that gave better satisfac- 
tion. 

We were here only three 
weeks when the baby died, 
1833. They buried him a little 
way up the hill. He was the 
first put there, but there are 
now sixteen altogether on the 


‘hillside. / 


In May our flour was finish- 
ed. We had barley, peas, oats, 
and Indian corn, a little of 
each. The corn was not good, 
We paid sixty cents a bushel 
for potatoes. 

All we had left after we got 
here was thirteen dollars and 
a few shillings. The cow we

bought four chickens from a 
boy for a dollar a pair. We 
bought two sheep at three dol- 
lars each. It was two years 
before we got oxen, and we 
paid for them sixteen pounds, 
or about sixty-four dollars. 
They were the best oxen that 
ever were in Verulam. The 
first horse cost fifty-two dol- 
lars. 

In 1846 the mother died, of 
intermitting fever. In Novem- 
ber three of the children died, 
on the 14th. James, on the 
16th. Elizabeth, and on the 
28rd. Duncan, of scarlet fever, 
and they all died at seven 
o'clock at night. The father 
lived till 1875. when he passed 
away on January 10th. of old 
age. He was born in 1799, and 
his wife was born the same 
year. He was born in Logurat, 
Scotland. In 1847 he married 
me, Janette Campbell. 

He was married the first 
time February 25th, 1828, by 
Rev. Thom. Mingas. , 

Robert Robertson was born 
19th. October, 1799, Logurat, 
Scotland (Parish of Logurat); 
Elizabeth McGrigor, born 15th 
June, 1799, Dull, Scotland 
(Parish of Dull); Alexander 
Robertson, born March 7th, 
1829, died February 17th 1889; 
Robert Roberston, born 7th 
October 1830; John Robertson, 
born 5th May, 1832; Janet 
Robertson, born 23rd October 
1833, died 29th December, 
1864; John Robertson, born 
2nd April, 1835; Duncan Rob- 
ertson, born 12th November, 
1836; James Robertson, born 
22nd September, 1838; Thom- 
as Robertson, born 11th Dec- 
ember, 1841; Dugal Robertson 
born 11th April, 1943; Mrs. fl- 
izabeth Robertson died 10th 
September, 1846; John Rob- 
ertson died 26th. December, 
1833; James Robertson, 14th 
November, 1848; Elizabeth 
Robertson, died 16th Novemb- 
er, 1948; Duncan Robertson, 
died 24th November 1948. 

Robert Robertson married 
the second wife, Janette Camp- 
bell, 12th February, 1847, in 
Verulam. 

All the above was dictated 
to me, Janet F. Robinson, in 
the autumn of 1889 by “Gran- 
ny” Robertson, step-mother of 
Dugal Robertson, at the fam- 
ily residence on the Scotch 
Line, Verulam. That day Mrs. 
William Hickson drove me 
from Bobeaygeon purposely to 
get information at first hand 
from the old lady.

OLYMPICS OPEN TOMORROW 

The 17{h modern Olympics open in Rome tomorrow. 
Many workouts were cancelled yesterday as temperatures 
climbed to a humid 94 in Rome. Czechoslavakia’s triple 
distance champion of the 1952 Olympics, Emil Zatopek, 
reported that Russia had “serious relapses” in their bid 
for the mythical team championship. Chicago millionaire 
Avery Brundage was re-elected to a third term as presl- 
dent ‘of the International Olympic Committee. A reported 
move to unseat Brundage failed to materialize. 


HOT ROMAN SUN CLAIMS FIRST VICTIM 

The hot Roman sun has claimed its first victim among 
Olympic athletes. Canadian sprinter Valerie Jerome of 
North Vancouver had to stop training yesterday because 
she felt ill from the heat. Officials say she will be able to 
resume training within two days. 


SOX WITHIN HALF-GAME OF YANKEES 

The Chicago White Sox closed to within a half-game 
of New York with a 5-1 win over the Yankees last night. 
Baltimore missed a chance to gain on the leaders when it 
bowed to Detroit, 5-3, in 11 innings to remain a game and 
one-half off the pace. Washington tripped Kansas City, 
3-1, and Cleveland edged Boston, 3-2, in 10 innings. Pitts- 
burgh stayed six and one-half games in front in the Na- 
tional League with a 8-3 win over Chicago while Milwau- 
kee drubbed Los Angeles, 7-0. St. Louis turned back Phila- 
deiphia, 4-2, and San Francisco trimmed Cincinnati, 6-1. 


PLAYED UNDER PROTEST 

The New York Yankees played last night's contest 
against Chicago under protest. Manager Casey Stengel 
announced the protest after starter Billy Pierce was lift- 
ed before he pitched to a Yankee batter. Stengel had 
loaded the Yankee lineup with right handed batters, but 
Sox manager Al Lopez replaced the lefty Pierce with 
righthander Early Wynn.

New test for 
seed maturity 


A new method has been 
developed for determining 
seed maturity of both white 
and Colorado spruce, reports 
Dr. W. H. Cram, Superintend- 
ent of the Forest Nursery 
Station, Canada Department of 
Agriculture, Indian Head, 
Saskatchewan. 

Immature spruce seed, says 
Dr. Cram, has little or no 
germination. 

Two simple flotation tests 


are involved in the new me-| 


thod. A preliminary flotation 
test is made with ordinary 
water and the final one with 
boiled linseed oil. 

In the preliminary test, place 


) 10 representative cones of one 


species in water. If they all 
sink they are still immature. 
Repeat this test at intervals 
of several days until some of 
them float. 

Then place 10 fresh cones 
in linseed oil that has been 
boiled and cooled. When half 
of the cones of Colorado spruce 
float the crop is ready for 
harvesting. For white spruce, 
9 of the 10 cones should float. 

Discard all cones used in 
the flotation tests. 

Maturity dates for spruce 
cones vary greatly from tree 
to tree and from year to year. 
At Indian Head, white spruce 
cones mature from August 20 
to September 10, and those for 
Colorado spruce from Septem- 
ber 25 to October 2. 

After harvesting the cones, 
spread them in a sheltered 
place and leave them for 
several weeks to dry. When 
the cones are dry the scales 
open and release the seeds, 
which have wings. 

Seed yield may be increased 
by shaking the dried cones in 
a screened box. Remove the 
wings before storing the seed 
for the winter.

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TOO MUCH EMPHASIS CANNOT BE PLACED 
ON THE VALUE OF SAFETY BELTS 

Because of the increasing need for people using the 
highways to take every precaution to protect themselves 
in the face of a rising accident toll, we believe thought- 
ful motorists will be interested in the following observa- 
tions on safety belts. They are contained in an article 
in “Occupational Health Bulletin” published by the Dept. 
of Health and Welfare, Ottawa, under the caption Smart 
Drivers Use Seat Belts”. Quote the bulletin: 

The Quick and the Dead 

“There is an important difference between the two, 
and very often what makes the difference is a seat belt. 
The findings of Cornell University’s Automotive crash 
Injury Research confirm this. Two groups of accidents 
were compared. The accidents were selected to make 
them as identical as possible in all respects, except that 
the passengers in one group wore safety belts. In the 
group without belts, the frequency of serious injury was 
high. The frequency of serious injury among those 
with seat belts was low. The study shows that people 
with seat belts are 35 to 60 per cent safer that are people 
without seat belts. 

What does this mean in terms of human life? Cornell 
University scientists estimate that seat belts, if widely 
used by the motoring public, could save 5,000 lives each 
year merely by holding people inside the car is case of an 
accident. 

How Do They Work? 

In many ways the human body is remarkably durable. 
It can survive far greater jolts than are experienced in 
most auto crashes provided it does not strike, or is not 
struck by, some hard or sharp object. Col. John P. Stapp, 
director of the Air Force Aero Medical Field Laboratory, 
has subjected himself to crash stops from 632 m.p.h. to 0 
in 144 seconds. : 

Such crash stops involve deceleration forces much 
higher than those experienced in most auto-collisions. 

Col. Stapp suffered no disabilities because he was 
held in by safety belts. He survived, as many car drivers 
with safety belts do, by coming to a comparatively grad- 
ual stop. 

When 4 car crashes, the motorist without a seat belt 
to stop him flies forward at unreduced speed — for a split 
second still uninjured — until he hits something solid. 
This is the impact that kills and maims. It is the viol- 
ence of the reduction in speed, not the speed itself, which 
kills. ‘Thus, even low-speed collision can produce high 
deceleration rates. Seat belts help prevent injury by let- 
ing you slow down and live. 

Whe Says? 

The American Medical Association, the Public Health 
Service, and the National Safety Council, among others. 
Exisiting safety programs must continue to be strength- 
ened because the best insurance is not to have an accident 
in the first place. But the seat belt is the best self-help 
now available to cut the toll of dead and injured.—if an 
accident does happen. 

Why? - 

Careful analysis of auto accidents by crash injury 
research experts shows that in a traffic accident: 

A belt helps prevent being thrown forward—toward 
the dashboard, for example. Even if your head does hit 
the dash, with a seat belt the blow is not nearly so hard. 
That can mean a minor injury instea dof a major injury, 
living instead of dying. 

The Right Choice 

Choosing a seat belt need ont be a problem, if the 
buyer insists on an approved belt that measures up to 
safety belt standards set by the Society of Automotive 
Engineers. These S.A.E. standards cover such matters 
as breaking strength, ease of releasing buckle, and resist- 
ance to abrasion and corrosion. 

See that the belt is installed according to the manu- 
facturer’s instructions that come with the belt. 

The most practical style of belt fastens across the 
lap, with the belt securely anchored just behind the seat. 
A body rail or cross member provides the most reliable 
anchorage, because the sheet metal of the floor may be 
weakened by rust or corrosion. However, the belt ends can 
be fastened to the car floor with safety if the floor pan is 
in good condition and the recommendations for installa- 
tion are followed.” 


TWO INQUESTS AND SOME IMBIBING 


Two inquests have been held at Lindsay in the past 
few days and in each instance testimony has been sub- 
mitted showing evidence that alcohol had been consumed 
prior to the fatal accidents. This substantiates observations 
by medical men who are called upon to treat accident vic- 
tims and police who are required to investigate these trag- 
ic developments and who have stated quite frankly they 
frequently find evidence booze enters into the picture. 

At the most recent inquest (last night), testimony 
submitted indicated that the victims of a double fatality 
had both been drinking before the event . . . One to the 
point of what is considered two-thirds of the average im- 
pairment level and the other greatly in excess of it. 

We point this out not as an object lesson in the 
merits of temperance but to call attention to the fact 
that driving and drinking frequently combine to produce 
disastrous developments. 

The inquest last week emphasized a point which 
was already established in the minds of many persons— 
Liquor is much safer in the bottle than in a driver. Per- 
haps if manufacturers of these beverages were required 
to label every bottle with a skull and crossbones and the 
words: “Drink this and drive at your peril,” some might 
hesitate to drive after they had imbibed.

The dumping of raw sewage in quantity into the 
Scugog River at Lindsay or at any point along the line con- 
cannot be regarded as anything else but serious. ‘This 
is doubly true when there is reason to suspect that the 
sewage contains chemicals whose effect on marine life 
has not been established. But this doesn’t mean the 
problem is insurmountable, It does mean that there is a 
clear responsibility to clean the situation up once and for 
all and with a minimum of delay. : 

In the case of the most recent (and continuing) re- 
ports of raw sewage going into the river in the vicinity of 
Colborne and Lindsay Sts. north, the odour which people 
working and living there and in adjoining parts of town 
have long had to put up with amounts to unnecessary air 
pollution. This situation hasn’t arisen over night, it has 
been a continuing one with peaks comihg at intervals. 

We make no suggestion that the problem is the fault 
of any person currently in charge of this phase of town 
operations. We respectfully submit it is their responsi- 
bility to see that it is cleaned up with dispatch.

PEDESTRIAN SAFETY 
Two-thirds of all traffic fatalities and one-third of 
those injured in motor vehicle accidents in Ontario cities 
are pedestrians.

Wait at the curb until you are sure you can cross the 
street safely. 
Always look left, then right before starting across 
the street.

Cross intersections at right angles—not diagonally. 
Have fun, but play in safe places. 
You should keep your mind on the traffic when cross- 
ing the street. : 
Obey all traffic signs and signals.

GONE IS THE TRADITIONAL BELL 

Gone is the traditional bell of the one room school. 
Today’s children will answer the call of electronic devices 
as they await the September 6th opening of our Ontario 
schools. 

This is the time to focus a little thought on the first 
day of school, a most important occasion in the growing up 
process of any child. 

For the first time they will leave the protective in-” 
fluence of the home and parents and venture into a sys- 
tem where a delegate will assume the role of the parent. 
Children who have been taught how to play with a spirit 
of give and take will have developed a spirit of independ- 
ence and will be better able to meet th challenge of the 
new environment. Unless the youngster can stand up to 
the “bully” and protect his rights his first few months 
of school will be unhappy. Being told not to strike the 
first blow is effective, yet allows the child to defend 
himself. In this way he will build up confidence in his 
ability to defend himself. 

Most children should have a chance to visit the school 
ahead of time. This will give him a feeling of familiarity, 
Unless he takes the bus he should be shown the safest way 
to get to school and back without worry. Teach him re- 
spect for the safety patrol boy or girl stationed at corn- 
ers. —Ontario Parent-Teacher Federation.

Drinking reduces the ability of any driver. 

Small amounts of alcohol reduce self-control and driy- 
ing ability. 

Alcohol is not a stimulant; it is described medically 
as a narcotic depressant. 

You do not have to be “under the influence” to be 
an unsafe driver, 

Coffee doesn’t help. Only time will work alcohol out 
of the blood stream. 

About three hours is needed to eliminate one ounce 
of pure alcohol (about two cocktails) from the system. 

Two cocktails may reduce the power of sight as much 
as wearing dark glasses at night. 

Social drinkers are the big menace. Critical judg- 
ment is impaired with a fairly low alcohol concentration 
and although they appear normal, their wits may fail them 
in an emergency.—Ontario Traffic Safety.

Bindweed is a perennial, re- 
producing by seeds and creep- 


|ing roots. It thrives on rich 


cultivated soils. The leaves 
vary in size and shape, but 
are somewhat arrow shaped 
with smooth edges. Flowers 
appear from June to Septem- 
ber, are morning-glory shaped, 
one inch or less across. The 
seeds are at least an eighth of 
an inch in length, grey-brown 
in colour and pear-shaped, and 
are produced in pods with one 
to four seeds per pod. 
Bindweed is one of the most 
troublesome and difficult 
weeds to eradicate, owing fo 
its very extensive root system, 


stem is generally obtained 
only if the plants are approach- 
ing the flowering stage at the 
time of spraying. Normal corr 
spraying is usually too early 
but some farmers have hae 
good results on bindweed by 
spraying when it could only be 
done by drop nozzles. 2, 4-DE 
at 16 oz./acre has been founc 
to deeply penetrate the plant 
quickly killing the roots. 

It is impossible to eradicate 
bindweed with one spraying 
and as regrowth appears if 
should be retreated.

Ottawa — Pulped potatoes 
are a satisfactory replacement 
of grass silage in the diet of 
the milking cow. This is the 
conclusion reached by federal 
experts after tests with two 
breeds of cows over a three- 
year period. 


R. J. Curtis of the Canada 
Department of Agriculture 
Research Station at Frederic- 
ton, New Brunswick, says that 
feeding potatoes to dairy cows 
would appear to be an eco- 
nomical means of disposing of 
potatoes surplus to market 
requirements and unsuitable 
for table or seed purposes. 


The pulped potato experi- 
ments were made with 20 Hol- 
stein cows at the Fredericton 
station and 20 Ayrshires at 
the Charlottetown, P.E.I. ex- 
perimental farm of the Canada 
Department of Agriculture.

The wife of American U-two 
pilot Francis Powers wrote 
personal appeals Monday to 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev and President Leonid 
Brezhney seeking reduction of 
her husband’s 10-year sentence 
for espionage. 

Barbara Powers, secluded 
herself in her Moscow hotel 
room to compose her appeals 
seeking clemency for Powers, 
who was sentenced last week 
to 10 years’ detention, includ- 
ing three years in prison. 

Without any of the relatives, 
advisers, lawyers and friends 
who have been so prominently 
in the limelight since she 
arrived here, Mrs. Powers 
decided to make the appeals 
in her own way, She composed 
the first drafts last night, and 
polished them up this morning.

Mrs. Florrie Mackin and her 
daughter Valerie of Churchill 
Crescent, Lindsay, didn’t plan 
it that way, but the timing of 
their return trip coincided with 
a seamen’s strike. 

Mrs. Florrie Mackin, of 
Churchill Cres., and her daugh- 
ter were reimbursed for their 
work aboard ship. 

Mrs. Mackin said after 
boarding the 22,000-ton liner 
Sylvania at Southampton, the 
captain offered the passengers 
an ultimatum which amounted 
to “help run the ship or we 
don’t sail.” 

She. said that many of the 
950 passengers aboard the first 
ship to be hit by the strike, 
which has so far tied up 100 
ships waited on tables and 
cleaned rooms to assist the 
skeleton crew. 

“About 48 Rhodes Scholars 
who were on their way to 
Canada were among the first 
to volunteer their help,” said 
Mrs. Mackin. 

Mrs. Mackin related that the 
strike started about 15-minutes 
before passengers were to em- 
bark on the liner for the 
Atlantic crossing. : 

She left Lindsay six weeks 
ago to visit relatives and 
friends at her native Bromley, 
Kent. 

When the Sylvania docked 
at Montreal Thursday several 
seamen carrying placards 
bearing the words “scab ship” 
were displayed. 

Speaking of her trip Mrs. 
Mackin said she noted that 
there was no unemployment 
problem. “There seem to be 
any number of jobs available,” 
she added.

The storehouse was found 
to contain seven barrels full of 
moonshine, seyen barreis half- 
full, and seven empty barrels. 

It was impractical to pour any 
Hquor from one barrel to another, 
impairing its richness and pos- 
sibly mixing different kinds.

Matters of Interest 
WHAT IS TV DOING TO OUR CHILDREN? 

The nuclear weapons that scorched Hiroshima, and 
now stand poised with a threat to decimate whole nations 
in the first wave of attack, may have less influence on 
man’s future than the six-shooters in the hands of gunmen 
and sheriffs, that stage nightly TV battle in our living 
rooms. 

Nuclear power—whether used for annihilation or to 
serve mankind—affects only tangible things. But telev- 
ision has the power—on a scale never before approached 
in the history of the world—to sway the minds of men. 
In particular, it has the power to influence the minds and 
personalities of children, the men and women of tomor- 
row. Changes in thinking and character will always be 
more potent than changes in things, and the television 
coverage that now saturates the western world is undoubt- 
edly moulding the future, in a subtle but highly signifi- 
cant way. 

Thoughtful people are aware that TV is affecting 
Canadian boys and girls. But nobody has any precise 
knowledge of the extent to which they are being affected; 
nor of the direction in which they are swayed by this 
pervasive influence. In fact, there is little solid founda- 
tion to support a view that the overall effect of TV on our 
young people is either beneficial, or undesirable. 

Parent with TV sets can find much to say in favour 
o: the medium. The entertainment is enjoyed by adults 
and children alike. Many programs have strong educa- 
fional value. It keeps children quiet. and helps keep 
them ot the street. Parents commonly use TV as a 
“pacifier”. 

But psychologists are looking far beyond the surface 
advantages that can be commanded atthe turn of a 
switch. They are speculating about long-term results to 
children from consistent exposure to the “fantasy” world 
of their profession—Addiction. Vicarious Habit Forma- 
tion, Frustration Tolerance, SCubstitute Satisfaction, 
Identification, Interference with Practice of Real-Life 
Skills. 

The part TV plays in a child's life is probably not 
different in quality from the influence of movies the daily 
“comics”, or even the traditional fairy stories. It is 
quanvtative impact that has made this a matter of such 
importance. An audience research study by the CBC 
in 1956 showed that “in Ottawa, the average English- 
speaking high school boy (with a TV set at home) views 
about 15% hours a week, while the average girls views 
about 18¥2 hours.” This supports a study in Cambridge, 
Mass. in 1950/51. showing that children averaged 181 
hours weekly looking at the home TV set. Thus, watching 
TY takes up about one-sixth of a child's waking hours. 

The Canadian Home and School and Parent-Teacher 
Federation has moved this problems into the spotlight by 
a resolution urging the Board of Broadcast Governors to 
undertake comprehensive research into the effects of tele- 
vision upon the minds of personalities of boys and girls.

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| DRIVE BY WHAT | CAN SEE” 

‘A while back we were talking with a man who has 
done a tremendous amount of driving during his life- 
time. As might be expected, the conversation got around 
to the matter of highway aceidents and what could be done 
to avoid them. He suggested, among other things, an ex- 
periment with reduced speed limits similar to those car- 
ried out in certain European countries with remarkable 
achievements from the standpoint of reduced traffic acci- 
dents and resulting injuries. However, as the conversa- 
tion progressed, the talk centered on road markings 
(curve signs, centre lines, ete.) and he made an observa‘ 
tion which seemed to sum the whole thing up in a nut- 
shell, Said he: “I drive by what I can see”. In other 
words he didn't regard any road marking as infallible. 
He respected them and to an extent was guided by them 
put he still drove by what he could see. 

If more people drove by what they could really see, the 
chances are (if they kept their eyes open and on the road) 
the number of accidents would be greatly reduced. 


TOO OFTEN IT’S ONLY THE PROMINENT 
WHO ARE GIVEN SPECIAL MENTION 

Frequently when a person of prominence in a com- 
munity, province or a nation passes away, special editor- 
ial comment is devoted to the life of the individual. There 
is nothing wrong with that but too often it is only the 
prominent people who are given this special mention— 
The person who has perhaps made many helpful contri- 
butions to hfe in a less conspicuous manner isn't cited 
for the part he played. Of course, it would be virtually 
impossible to editorialize on the life of everyone but a 
man in this district died unexpectedly recently who was 
a pretty nice person to know. We refer to the late 
Walter Brier who came to the end of life’s road in the 
midst cf his life’s work—farming. 

Over the years we had many occasions to meet and 
talk with Mr Brien and there was one outstanding qual- 
ity he possessed which he chose to exercise—The habit he 
haa developed of voicing some cheerful and encouraging 
remark when he met you. There were numerous occas- 
ions when this characteristic proved more helpful than 
he perhaps ever realized. It is a trait which more of us 
could cultivate to the advantage of those with whom we 
come in contact. 


JUST FOR THE RECORDS 

A widely read Toronto newspaper columnist has got 
his facts a trifle mixed concerning a bit of local history— 
The construction of Highway 35 north of Lindsay. 

Commenting on the construction of the highway, 
Pierre Berton has done the district a service by extolling 
the beauties of the country through which Highway 35 
north passes and its attributes as a scenic drive. How- 
ever, we feel the scores of men still in this district, plus 
the scores of others who helped build this highway and 
who are now scattered all over the place, would like to be 
given their proper due for - having helped construct 
it. They might get a chuckle if they read that Mr. 
Berton had referred to them as “university students” al- 
though the majority of them would readily admit to hav- 
ing diplomas from the “College of Hard Knocks.” 

Just for the record, the greatest part of Highway 35, 
that portion lying beyond Rosedale particularly, was built 
by unemployed men who were assigned to work camps 
strung out along this and other stretches of highway 
under construction. These camps would vary in size but 
generally averaged about 100 men. Sponsored by the 
Ontario Dept. of Northern Development, largely as an 
emergency work program during depression times, the 
pay was wretched until the threat of an election when 
boorn times arrived suddenly and the men got a boost in 
wages to 25 cents per hour for an eight-hour day. This 
was pared slightly by the slice Crawley-McCracken took 
for boarding the men—around 70 cents per day. 

It may be a matter of some interest that these 
“university students” were, for a time, also VIPs. That 
time was prior to the 1934 election when the provincial 
Liberals and Conservatives were going all out to win votes. 
After the election things went kind of flat for the boys 
in camp and a number of them were sort of soured on 
pclitics for 2 while when the winning party didn’t take 
them to the “promised land.” 


POWER MOWERS ADEQUATELY GUARDED? 

Power lawnmower sometimes inflict painful injuries 
on their human operators. The story of an unusual and 
painful accidents of this type comes out of the Cameron 
district this week. Mrs. Gordon Maunder was cutting 
her lawn Wednesday afternoon when the power mower 
threw a stone backwards with such force that it lodged 
in the instep of her left foot. The plucky woman man- 
aged to get the family car to Cameron where friends 
drove her to the hospital at Lindsay. The stone was re- 
moved and the wound surtured but she is still using crut- 
ches to get around. 

Does this and other recorded incidents indicate a need 
for more effective protective guards on this type of equip- 
ment? 


LIGHTING LEAVES MUCH TO BE DESIRED 

The recent discussion on street lighting in Lindsay 
has made many people aware of the fact that there are 
many streets with lighting which leaves much to be de- 
sired. This is particularly true of some of our heavier 
travelled thoroughfares which are still getting by with 
lighting which, by modern standards, is like comparing 
candlelight to the first electric light. 

When the, matter was discussed in council last 
week, Lighting Chairman Joe Holtom came in for some 
criticism for not making more extensive improvements 
during his term so far. However, Mr. Holtom replied to 
his critics with the observation that hydro would put 
in all the lights the town wished if the town were pre- 
pared to pay for them. All that was needed, he indicat- 
ed, was money. 

At the time that seemed like a pretty good reply to 
the critics but on second thought it seems as though 
this eeatter might be carried a little further. 

The Lindsay Hydro System is a town-owned venture 
and, if all reports are true, it is making a fair amount of 
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money out of selling power in the town. The question 
arises then: Has it not a responsibility to make some con- 
tribution towards improved lighting, perhaps out of re- 
serve funds? 

It has always seemed to us that in the case of publicly- 
owned utilities, there is often too much emphasis placed 
on what improvements in service are going to cost and 
not enough on now the various utilities can co-operate for 
the overali benefit of the town’s people. 


Matters of Interest 


MOTOR MINDREADING FOR SAFETY 

Experience may be the great teacher but those who 
are expert at motor mindreading know that they cannot 
rely wholly on what they have learned over the years. 
Some information no longer applies and should be scrap- 
ped: Keeping observations up to date is a matter of con- 
stant study. One operator points out that you should al- 
‘ways be careful if the driver who is coming out a side 
street to your right is not looking in your direction. ‘ 

One experienced driver gets by any car on the high- 
way that doesn’t seem to be in normally good condition. 

It is always smart to sound your horn when approach- 
ing the crest of a hill where there is no view of cars com- 
ing up the other side. This will warn anyone who hap- 
pens to be iHegally trying to pass another car near the 
brown. You can’t always tell by the approximate age of 
a driver what he is likely to do, or fail to do, but it helps, 
as a general guide. Some seemingly staid businessmen, 
however, may day-dream while driving home from the 
office. If the turn signals are given and then cancelled 
be on the alert for a sudden turn perhaps a block or two 
beyond. The driver is looking for a certain street, may 
fail to signal when he finds it. 


Signs to Watch. 

When a woman driver failed to observe posted speed 
limits you could tell by the small children in the car that 
she was probably hurrying for an appointment with her 
pediatrist or dancing teacher. I followed a truck toward 
town the other day. I might have assumed its driver 
was hurrying to get back to the store to pick up another 
load. My guess changed just in time to avoid being sur- 
prised by a sudden stop in front of a roadside ice cream 
stand. The driver was killing time until the store's clos- 
ing. 

Mindreading awheel not only keeps you alert but 
helps make you less of a problem to the other fellow.

MIRACLE MOTORBOAT 

Canada’s new sports hero is Bob Hayward, who put 
Miss Supertest II out in front of three U.S. challengers 
and stayed there to keep the International Harmsworth 
Trophv in Canada. The Supertest craft set a new race re- 
cord of 116.28 mph. 


The Harmsworth race is a sort of world series of mot” 
orboat competition, held under unlimited racing condi- 
tions whenever anyone challenges the holder of the tro- 
phy donated by Lord Northcliffe in 1903. No course on 
which the races have been held hitherto compares with 
the dramatic setting of Long Reach in the Bay of Quinte, 
which allows thousands of spectators a view from both 
banks. 


Few of them will soon forget the high excitement of 
the 1960 races, Friday and Saturday. The town of Pic- 
ton and its dynamic Mayor Harvey McFarland have done 
something never before accomplished. They have creat- 
ed. from an international event not known for spectator 
interest, a dramatic sports attraction charged with popu- 
lar appeal. 


A minority view, it must be noted, has been express- 
ed by sports editor Hal Walker in his column in The Tele- 
gram on Saturday. He called the race “the biggest sports 
flop of 1980.” a year with some months to run. Old 
Sorehead, it turned out, was not paddling against the en- 
ormous new interest in motorboating, an activity ignor- 
ed by sports page conventions; he was campaigning 
agajnst an unidentified policeman who obscured his view! 


Fifty years ago Harmsworth Race speeds were not 
much faster than walking. The trophy seemed perman- 
ently in American possession until last year when James 
G. Thompson, of London, Ont., and his associates won for 
Canada in Detroit waters. It takes much dedicated and 
expensive planning to challenge for the Harmsworth. 

There is no limit to the power that can be installed in 
a hydroplane. Miss Supertest has a $40,000 Rolls Royce 
engine. She is a high-strung world champion and seems 
likely to reign for some time. 


Plaudits for Canada’s win go to Miss Supertest’s Lon- 
don sponsors and to the Picton people who staged the 
race, Yef a race is won not by power and boat design, 
but superb skill at the wheel. The real champion is 
Bob Hayward, at 32 years of age the toast of Canada.

SAYS SUBSIDY GREAT HELP 
IN PROVIDING WINTER EMPLOYMENT 

Subsidies provided by the provincial and federal 
governments to encourage winter employment in munici- 
palities proved successful during the winter of 1959-60 as 
far as Ontario Water Resources Commission construc- 
tion projects were concerned, Chairman A. M. Snider de- 
clares. The OWRC builds sewage and water works for 
requesting municipalities and is thus enabled to take ad- 
vantage of the winter work subsidy two-thirds of which is 
paid for by the federal government and one-third by the 
province. The subsidy amounts to 75% of the total cost 
of labor on certain works. 

Mr. Snider revealed that the subsidy claimed on 19 
projects throughout the province amounted to $355,115, 
and said it could be stated that as far as OWRC projects 
were concerned the subsidy helped provide close to 380,- 
000 man hours of work during last winter's subsidy per- 
1od.

GRASSHOPPER — BIG EATER 

A lightweight insect with a heavyweight appetite — 
that’s the Canadian grasshopper. 

It takes upwards of 6,000 when newly hatched to 
weigh an ounce, notes L, G. Putman, a federal scientist 
with the Saskatoon Research Station. Under normal 
conditions their weight increases as much as 24 times 
every week. 


At five weeks they become fully winged adults and 
are 30 to 80 times heavier than when hatched. 


Grasshoppers may be slight, but there is nothing 
slight about their appetites, Mr. Putnam said. If there 
were one newly hatched ‘hopper on every square foot in 
a field, those on an acre would weigh only half a pound; 
when they reached adult stage they would weigh 25 
pounds. On 10 acres, roughly the area needed to keep 
a cow in the dry districts, there would be 250 pounds of 
adult grasshoppers competing with the cow. 

Studies have shown that to produce this amount of 
‘grasshopper beef’ requires 450 pounds of forage, dry 
weight. —Canadian Scan.

and important role to play, we must not lose sight of the 
fact that the individual must accept responsibility and 
make the decisions which will be of most benefit to him. 
As a result of the constant study being made and with 
the realization of the necessity for increasing the activity 
content of our courses of study, a new course of study in 
Physical Education for the primary division was released 
in 1959, the revision of the program in the junior division 
was completed. Both of these new courses include a 
great variety of activities with the main emphasis placed 
on mass participation and vigorous activity. It is the 
plan of the Department to study the effect of these cours- 
es upon the pupils and to examine very closely the reac- 
tion of the children. With the benefit of the observations 
that can be made of these new courses, a complete revis- 
ion of the courses for the Intermediate and Senior Divis- 
ions will be made by 1965 in order to meet the physical 
needs of children to the end of Grade 13. : 

Finally it is our intent and our aim to develop in our 
young people a sense of enjoyment of the great outdoors 
which is so close at hand in this Province. We do this by 
making grants to various non-profit camps and commun- 
ity recreation commissions in order to encourage them 
in their development of activities with a definite physical 
fitness content. We do hope that by encouraging out- 
door activities we will develop our younger people in a de- 
sire to use the many and extensive parks which are being 
developed by the Government in the increasing leisure 
time that our technical society seems to be producing for 
us. :

LEAFY SPURGE 


There are upwards of 14 
|species in the Spurge family 
Some are poisonous and oth 
ers distasteful to animals 
Leafy Spurge is found in pat- 
|ches and small infestations in 
many countries of Ontario. It 
is considered one of our most 
troublesome and injurious 
weeds, reports the Field Crops 
Branch, Ontario Department | 
of Agriculture. Under the 
Canada Seeds Act it is classed 


jas a prohibited weed seed in 


all grades of seeds. | 


Leafy Spurge is a perennial 
with a persistence that gives it 
an exceptionally long life. A 
prolific seeder, it also has a 
deep root with many under- 
ground laterals which come to 
the surface many feet from the 
original plant. Even small, 
sections of the root system. 
that are cut by cultivation will 
produce plants if conditions 
are right. Leafy Spurge, 
grows so vigorously that it) 
crowds out other vegetation. 
Sheep appear to eat it but it 
can be poisonous to other ani-— 
mals. 


The stems have a milky | 
juice and grow from one to 
three feet each year. The 
leaves are long, narrow, and 
soft to the touch. The flow-| 
ers which appear in June are 
greenish yellow and grow in 
flat-topped, umbel-like clust- 
ers. The seeds can be an im- 
purity in poorly cleaned 
grains or clovers. 


Special efforts must be made 
to eradicate this weed. Like 
other bad weeds a combina- 


tion of cultural methods and |. 


the use of chemicals must be 
applied for control. When’ 
Leafy Spurge is found on 
roadsides it must be sprayed. 
in late May or early June with 
Brush-Kill at at least 2 Ibs. 
acid in 100 gallons of water. 
This spraying must be continu- 
ed for several years. Patches 
found anywhere can be eradi- 
cated with soil sterilants such 


like chemicals. Badly infest-| 
ed fields should be sprayed by 
the first of June and then 
plowed up and cultivated sey- 
eral times in order to bring the i 
roots to the surface where 
they can be dried out. Let 
new growth start in August 
and spray heavily about the) 
first of September. Seed the 
field only to a grass mixture 
in order that it can be spray-| 
ed for at least two years.

Fact You Feel Well 
Isn't Proof You Are 

So many people say: Why 
should I go for a physical 
checkup? I never felt better 
T know I must be healthy.” 

That is not always true, Like 
“pride goeth before a fall” so 
does “well-being often go be- 
fore sickness.” 

Understand, I am not trying 
to make hypochondriaes out of 
you loyal readers: Just realists 
who will understand that 
health is something you have 
to care about (in the sense of 
taking care of it while you 
have it.) 

In the frontpiece of a book 
I wrote some years ago (now 
out of print and perhaps in 
your public library) “More 
Years for the Asking—I quot- 
ed Dr. Thomas Parran, Surg- 
eon General of the United 
States: 

“Tt would be possible to add 
ten years to the average life 
span of people living in the 
United States if we made full 
use of the scientific knowledge 
now available.” 

With all the advances we 
have made recently in diag- 
nosis and treatment, that 
statement is even more true 
today. Yet thousands of peo- 
ple’still stay away from their 
doctors if they possibly can. 
Why? In my experience, here 
are some reasons: 

One, you think it will do no 
good, anyway. You are a fat- 
alist. You believe what will 
happen whatever you do 2 
bout it. 

Two, you say medical treat- 
ment is too expensive. You 
can’t afford it. Why pay fora 
checkup when you are appar- 
ently well? 

Three, you say you haven't 
the time. You are too busy to 
sit in your doctor's office for 
hours, reading old magazines. 

Four, you are afraid to learn 
that you may have something 


seriously wrong with you.——} 


Five, you are just a plain 
procrastinator.
